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INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 



IJIIE BURNETTS op Babns having ceased to be landed proprietora in PeeHeBshiro in 1838, a 
desire was exprefisod by eome of its membera for a Memoir of thn familf. During a time 
of enforced leisure — causeil by ill-health — in 1845, I attempted to compile one, but the 
family papers having got into disorder from frequent removals, and the time at my disposal being 
limited, admitted o£ only a brief outline. After an interval of nearly thirty-five years — chiefly actively 
employed abroad — I have again, in my leisure Lours, revised, and made some ndditiuns to it. 

Many important doeumonts have unfortunately been lost, or mislaid, but their place has in eome 
measure been supplied by a copious iuventoiy, made about 200 years ago, by a Ma. Mill, of tb« 
Eegister Office, n groat antiquary. 

Care has been token to exclude frum this Memoir eveiything of questionable authenticity, and to 
confine it entirely to facts established by family documents, extracts from public records, and the moat 
reliable works on family history. Where extracts from original documcnte have been made, the 
spelling, and punctuation has been retained. 

The spelling of the name of the pariah, like most old names, varies very much in early records. 
The earliest document in which the name is to be found is the charter by King Robert III-, in 1396, 
of the Barony of " Meuar " [so spelt) to William Ingles. In a Mortification to the Kirk of 8t. Crordian, 
in 1497, the name, tvhich occurs four times, is spelt "Menar." For several centuries afterwards the 
name is indifferently spelt Menar, Meaner, and Manner. Manor ia comparatively a modem inno- 
vation, and is not to be found iu any old documents. The writer of the "Statistical Account of the 
Pariih," in 1834 (p. 110), says under this head: — "The name of this Parish Is at present spelt 
Manner, or Manor, but it appears from the Parochial Registers — of which the earliest entiy is dated 
1G63, — and from a groat number of family papers in the possession of the principal heritor — eome 
of which are dated 1673, — that the first mentioned orthography was established by the usage of 
centuries, and continued until the publication of the last parochial account. The origin of the name 
ie uncertain." 

The name of the family and of the pariah is spelt throughout, as they appear in original documents 
quoted from.

REGISTEIt OF ARMS. — No authentic record of early grants of arms now aiiats in Scotland, and 
the arms of old families were chiefly preserved by means of seals, formerly attached to deeds and charters 
in place of signatures. Such official records as formerly existed were lost, or destroyed by fire, early in 
the sixteenth century. 

The oldest Register of Arms supposed to be extant in Scotland is one in MS. made by Sir David 
Lyndsay, Lord Lyon, in 1543, now preserved in the Advocates' Library, Edinburgh. 

The custom of carrying arms having become very irregular, and much abused, the following 
enactment was found to bo necessary : — 

By 127, Parliament 12 of Jami-s VI. (1593), it wna enacted, that "considering the great abuse 
that hes bene amangst the lieges of th[s Keulm in their bearing of armes, usurpand to themselves eik 
armes as bclangis not unto them, swa that it cannot bo distingniahed be their armes, quha ar GentU- 
men of bluid be their antecessora, nor iit may be decerned qiihat Gentlpmen ar descended of Noble 
stock and linage. Fob renieid quhairof, his Hienesse with advice of the said Estaite of this present 
Parliament hes given and grantwi, and be this preaente Acte gives and grantis full power and Commission 
to Lyon King of Armes, and his Brether Heranlds, to visit the haill armes of Noblemen, Barrones, and 
Gentlemen, borne and used within this Realioe : and to distinguiab and discerne them, with congruent 
differences, and thereafter to matriculate them in their buikes and registers ; and to put inhibition to all 
commoun sort of people nochtworthy be the Laws of Annes to bear ony Signes Armorialles ; — That 
nane of them presume, or take upon hand, to beiiro or use ony Armes in time cumming, upon ony their 
insicht or houaehald geare, under paine of eschcitting of the guddes and geare swa oft as they sail bo 
found graven and painted, to our Sovraine Lordis use : & likewayea under the paine of ane hundreth 
pundos to the use of the said Lyon and his Brether Heraulds, And failzeing of payment therof, that 
they be incarcerat in the nearest prison, therin to remain upon their awin charges, during the pleasure 
of the said Lyon." Ke-cnacted and confirmed by Act 21, Parliament 2, Sess. 3, of Charles IL, 10th 
September 1672. — Scots Acts. 

CREST AND MOTTO.'— Of those Sir George Mackenrie writes (1G80):— "The Eari of Galloway 
hoB for his cret t a Pehcan feedinj; her young ones in a nest or, and the motto is ' Vireacit Vulnere Virtus ' 
— and yet B'irnef of Bumetland, who has for his crest a hand holding a pruning knife, pruning a 
Hollin tree ttU proper, hath the same motto, and having pursued Bunwt of Lees before Ly^idtay of the 

■ It is meatiotinl br Bell, !□ bis " Life of Queea Mbij," that " when shs wag in England, she embroidered for the 
Doke of Norfolk, a hand with a sword in it, cutting vinen, with tho motto, ' Viroscit Vulnere Virlua.' " It is well koown 
that the composition of devicee, with appropriate mottoes, was a furourile amnsBmont of Queen Mary— a taste probably 
deriied from Sir Darid Lindsay, who was gentleman usher aod attendant to her father Junes V., b; whom he was 
qipoinled Lyon Sine-at-Atms in IbSO. It is evident, howerer, that the crest and motto referred to by Mackeoiie wm 
■ borne by the family of Bomet of Bumetland at a much earlier period— the contest to which he alludes having taken place 
between tho jean 1630 and 1567 (during which time Sir Darid Lindsay filled the oBlice of Lord Lyon) ; whereas Queen 
Mary's captivity in England did not commence aatll IdGH, ending with her death in 16S7. This crest and motto, there. 
fore, though not origiuating with Qacen Mary, may probably have been known to bar in early life, and inggeeted thon- 
selves as upplicable to her own unhappy condition in later yean. 
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Hount, llioD Lyon, to change his motto, Lees did thereupon take for hk motto ' Allerius non ait qui 
potest ease sdus,' alluding to the occasion." — Science of Heraldry, cap. 33, MoHoe* and Devicei, p. 9G. 

CHIEFSHTP OR CHIEFTArNSHIP.— Dk, or of that Dk.— This designation denotes that the 
aumaiiie is territoria], and is derived from tho landa held by the bearer of it, at the time samamea 
wuno into iise. It also implies that the person ao designed ia chief of the tiame, " We find that the 
Chiefo of Familiefi are ordinarily of ' tftat Ilk '—that le to aay, with us, that the namoa and landa are 
the aame." — Markcmi^s Science of Heraldry, p. 5, 

" Hk, like, ' the same,' Itom tho Anglo-Saxon XU Ilea. Hence the ordinary Saxon phrase 
Pl t!)at Ilk (AngloStuton SEIjat Ilea), or ' of tho same,' as when a Knight or Laird's Sirnamc and 
Title ore the same, which ia commonly reckoned a sign of the antiquity of the FamUy, and that the 
person ia Chivf of the blood." — Glossary to Gavin Dovglad» Trannlalion of the jEneid. 

DISPUTED CHIEFTAINSHIPS.— Seton writes under this head :— " A keen dispute of a similar 
kind between the Bumets of Bams in Peeblesshire, and the Bamets of t^ys in the North, is aaid to have 
been decided about the middle of last century, in favour of the former, by Sir Robert Douglas (Author 
of the Peerage and Baronage of Scotland) to whom the tharters of the two families were submitted for 
examination." — The Law and Practice of Heraldry i'« Scotland, by George Setnn, Edinburgh, 1863. 

The following lettera also refer to the aame subject : —

" Sir, — I was favoured with yours covering letter to Sir Robt. Douglas, and I went to his 
hooae and delivered it myself. He showed me part of tho materials he had for making out an account 
of yoar family, which he aaid would show was a great deal older than that of Leys ; however, I may 
now refer you to the enclosed from himself, and which I only got from him this day. 
" I ofl'er my most respectful compliments to your Lady and family. 

" I am, with sincerity and esteem, Sir, your moat obedt. humble eert-t,

"To Jahb.1 Bubsbt, of Barns, Esqro. 

" Sir, — I bad tho favour of youra last week from Mi. Guthrie, and yon may be aasuted 
I'll take all the care of your family you CAn wish or desire. I have by me on exact Inventar of all 
the old writs in your possession, made out in your father's time, by Mr. Mill, a very great antiquary, 
which is now in my possession ; and I can aasure yoo the family you represent is above 160 yean 
before any of the Burnets in the North. 

" As soon as it is written out in my way, I'll send you s copy of it some weeks before it goes to 
the press ; and you may depend upon it, my good old friend, nothing shall be omitted ou my i>urt, 
for I always retain a grateful sense of former favours. 

" My best wishes attend your good Lady and family, tie. &c.,

SURNAMES. — The n.ime of the family of Burnet, or Burnett, of Bumetland and Bams, is territorial, 
being derived from Bumctlnnd In Feoblesshire, their earliest poasessiou in Scotland. They were of 
old designed " de DiLrwtvUla," " de Biirneville," "of BumrJlaitd," and early in the ISlh century 
" t^ Burnetliiiid and Bam*" — from which time they have been styled " of Barns" only. 
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" Simames camo nut into the mode with as till the Eeign of King Malcolm Canmore, who gave 
Sirnames to all his Nobles, and then many took their Sirnnmee from their Lands they possest — as the 
Cockburna and others, and suited their arme to their names, to the end it miglit be known they were 
Heritors of auch places ; For which cause we find the Chief* of Families are ordinarily of thttt Hie— 
that ia to say with us, that their names and lands are the same." — M'ldceim^x Sctenee of Heraldry, p. 5. 

" As to local fiumomes it is to be observed, tbiit the greater part of them are derived from projier 
significant terms in the English language terminating mostly in town (or villa) or some other term in 
that language," — Bufihanrutn' s Imjuiri/ inJo Ike Oennalogy of Ancient SaittUh Surnames, p. 17. 

" The method of designation in ancient times was extremely simple. A person was commonly 
styled by liis Chriatiaa name, and the name of his birthplace (or possession), thus 'Jacobus da 
Douglas,' " &c. — Borthwick't Inquiry into the Origin and Limitation* of Feudal Dignities in Scotland, 
Part ii., p. 48. 

" The word or partical de, which is often interjected between the Christian name and Suruame, 
is generally applied to persons whoso surnames are local, and taken from the names of the castles or 
places where they were born." — fbiil., Part ii., p. iG. 

" Upon inquiry it will be found, that the practice of intetjecting this particle [dc) never obtained 
except in load mmamea." — Ibid., Part ii., p. 48. 

" The termination town or toun (common in aumomes of Nommn origin) had also the significa- 
tion of castle." — T/dd., Part iL, p. 48. 

" Ville or Villa " was used in the same sense as caatle. " Ville, in old French, meant castle,"— 
Anderaon'g Surjianies, p. 107. 

" Vill or Villa is sometimes taken for a Manor, and sometimes for a Parish, or part of it" — Dr. 
CotoelVt Law Dieiionary and Itdrperefer (1727). 

In old Charters and Infeftments, the property conveyed was usually indicated thus : — 
" In Villa et territorio " de, &o, 
" In Villa ot terris " de. 
" Infra Vilhm et territoriam " de. 
" Villie et terrarum," Ac. 
Signifying in town or (and) castle and lands. — Inquieitiones Speeialis in SeoHts, Ubique, 1811. 

" Among the Scots the name of a village or town often gave the family name of the Lord of the 
}ibaioi."^Finla!faon's Sumamei and Sirenai/KB, p. 18. 

The name of Burnett, though now written with double T, has been variously spelt since the 
family was first established in Peeblesshire. In a charter mentioned by Nisbet, to the Abbey of Sel- 
kirk, it is spelt with one t, " Roberius de Burnetnilla ;" and in a charter by David I. to the monas- 
tery of Holyrood, and one by Patrick do Dunbar, Earl of March, it b without r, "de Bumeville ;" 
and this being the manner in which it would then be pronounced (in the ancient Norman, as in the 
French of the present day, the t being silent), may account for its being so written, without much 
ri'gard to the proper orthography. In charters and other documents, about 1400, ivliere " John Burnet, 
of tiurnetland," or of that Ilk, ia mentioned, the single t is almost always used, as it is alao in the 
letter of William Ingles, of Murdiston, in 1502. (Page 16.) 

The earliest autograph signature we find is William Burnet, in 1002 ;• then John Burnet, Fiar 
of Bams, and his brother 'William, in 1616, who use one t.

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William Burnett, of Barns, Treasurer-Clerk of Scotland (1639 to 1676), signed with double 
T, as did his brother, John Burnett, of Stanepeth, chamberlain to the Earl of South Esk; — 
and this manner of spelling has been adopted by the family ever since, with the exception of the first 
James Burnett, of Bams, and his brother John (1715 to 1771), who used one t only. Why another t 
was added to the name, or whether it was only a transition in the spelling, with which those who are 
accustomed to tracing surnames to their origin are familiar, is unknown. It is to be observed, how- 
ever, that in the deed of gift of the Treasurer-Clerkship of Scotland, by King Charles I., to William 
Burnett of Bams in 1639, the double t is first useil. Being so spelt by Royalty, it might be considered 
etiquette to adopt this manner of spelling in the future. This, though only conjectural, has been the 
case on several similar occasions. 





LINEAGE AND GENEALOGY. 



|IIF, FAmr.TOF BUKNETT (of old Burnet) of Bunietland and Barns, is of great antiquity 
in the south of Scotland, and ia stated by antiquaries to be of Norman descent. In the HoU 
ijf Battle Abbey the name of de Barnevile, or Bameville, appears among the followers of the 
C"Ui|iKriir, and is supposed by RenealogiBts to be the ancestors of the " de Rurnetvillas," or "deBurne- 
viilea," who frequently appear 1,8 witnesaoa to charteca by Earl David, afterwards David I., King of 
Scotland, and subsequent reigns. Without offering any opinion as to this theory, it if> certain, from 
public records and private documents, that this family was settled in Peeblesshire early in the twelfth 
century, and also held lands in Teviotdole, Boxburghshii«, untU the middle of the seventeenth 
century. 

The following is from an old MS. history of the family ; — " The Burnetts are of Norman descent, 
and came to Britain in the train of William the Conqueror, who first landed in England in 10G6 ; and 
between that time and the year 1100 went back to Normandy, and returned to England four different 
times — hut upon which of these ocoaaiona, or at what precise date they aocorapaniod him to England, 
and afterwards settled in Scotland, cannot now be accurately aacertained." 

" It is well known that a number of Norman families accompanied King David L when he 
returned from England after his marriage with Matilda, or Maud, daughter of Waltheof, Earl of 
Northumberland (grand-daughter of William the Conqueror), in 1124; but there is reason to believe 
that the Burnetts had effected their settlement in Scotland antecedently to this, and either previous to, 
or at latest in 1100, when King William's youngest son Henry — afterwards 1st of England — was 
married to Maud, sister of Edgar, and 'daughter of Malcolm III., Kings of S'Mitlond." — Bama Pai>er», 

The learned antiquarian, Alexander Nisbet, iu his "System of Heraldry " (1722), writes: — 
*' Leaves, of what kind I know not, frequently called ' Burnet-leave«' are carried by the name of 
Burnet, as relative to the name, which is ancient with us, for in the citarter of foundation of the 
Abbacy of Selkirk by Earl Dovid, younger son of Malcolm Conniore, ' Robertus de Bumelvilla ' ia a 
witness ; and the same man, or his son. is witness again in EatI David's charters when King of Scotland." 
" There ore two principal families of the name, in the North and South of Scotland, who have contended 
for the chiefship ; that in the South, in the shire of Peebles, is Burnet of Bumetlond, or of that Ilk, so 
designed of old, and of late of Bams. The other in the North, in the county of Mcams, is Burnet of 
Leys. The first pretends to be descended of the above ' Roherittt de Bunielvilla ' — i.e., Burkbtlind. 
I hare seen a mortification of a chaplainry of the Holyrood Altar^ in the Kiik of St. Qoisan 
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of Jlenner, and dioceso of Glasgow, by Joha Burnet of tlrnt Ilk, the 29tli December 1400, whicb 
chaplainrj he enriches with the reiits of aoiue tenements of lande and hoiiBee which belonged to 
him in the town of Peeblua. Tbe same John I Und designed of Bumetland, as by a charter of John 
Towera and his wife, Sibilla Veitch, to John Burnet of Bumetland, the 16th Miirch 1405 — and in the 
year ISf»0, Margaret Ingles, aister of Ingles of Murdistoun, and widow of Jolin Burnet of tbat Ilk, by 
virtue of a brief, ia served in a reasonable tierce of the five merk lands of Barna and half of the lands of 
Bumetland before the Sheriff of Peebles, and these gentlemen their neighbours — viz., William Frazer 
of Fruid. Alexander Veitch of Dawick, Gilbert Baird, John Govan of Cardrona, James Sandilanda of 
Bold, David Tail of Pirn, Thomas Dickaon of Orraistou, &c. And in the year 1505, William Inglas 
of Murdistoun, and Mr. John Murray are tutots-dative to "William Bumot of Bumetland, grandchild 
and heir to John Burnet of Bumetland, which William and his successors were afterwards designed of 
Burns ; as by the writs of the family wliieh I Lave seen in the custody of the late William Burnet of 
Bams."— Vol. I, p. 39.5, 

Sir Kobert Douglas of Glenbervie, author of the " Peerage and Baronage of Scotland," to whom 
the Gams chartsrs and papers were submitted, writes to Mr. Bumet, the then representative of the 
fomily, under date the Hth February 1769 : — "I have by me on exact Inventor of all the old writs 
in your possession, made out in your father's time by Mr. Mill, a very great antiquary, which is now 
in my possession ; and I can (Uwiire i/ou the /amity yoti repraunt is above 150 years before any of the 
Bumets of the North." — Original Letter, Bams Papers. 

The family is also mentioned by the following local historians : — 

" Bams — belonging to an old family of the name of Bumet, from whom there have been many 
eontideralile desamdanig." — Penmcuii^s Twetddale (1715). 

Barns- is the seat of the chiefs of the ancient eumame of Bumet, which Niabet saya are descended 
from Eobert de Bumetviiia — i.e., Bumet of Bumetland, and had considerable grants from David L" 
—Armstrongs Tweeddale (1776). 

" Until 1838 the Bumets were a leading family in the county. " They claimed to be descended 
from Robert Bumet of Bumetland, designated ' Eobertus de Bumetviiia, miles,' when subscribing as 
a witness of charters in the reign of David I. " Bumetland ia a small property in the parish of 
Broughton, and seems to have been theit earliest possession.* Without relinquishing Buraotknd they 
acquired lauds in Manor parish, but when is uncertain. We conclude it was before 1400, for in that 
year there is a mortification of a chaplainry of the Holyrood, in the Kirk of St. Gordian of Manor, 
by 'John Bumet of that Ilk,' which chaplainry he enriches with the rents of soms tenements of lands 
belonging to him in the town of Peebles."— Z)r. WHliam Chamber^ History of Peebleihire (1864). 

" Bobertna de Bumevilla is supposed to be the Laird of what was afterwards known as Bumet- 
land, near Broughton, whieh the old family of the Bumets held for several genemtions along with 
their later and principal property, the estate of Bams. " Some years later, as witness to the great 
charier of HoljTood by David I., is Eobertus de Bumeville." — Bietory and Poctjy of the SeoftiA 
Border, by Professor Veitch (1878), p. 153. 

The following extract from a work on Surnames by William Anderson, outhor of the " Scottish 
Nation," ia here inserted, though not considered of much importance or authority. He never had 
access to tbe Barns pajiers, and had no original docnmenta to guide him, relying chiefly on the 
luthority of others; — "Tlie surname of Burnett in Scotland had both a Saxon and a Norman 
origin assigned to it, and in early times it occurs as de Bumard, Bumeville, and de Buraetvilla. 
A family of the name, connected with land, existed in Teviotdale early in the twelfth century. 
lu the charter of foundation of the Abbey of Selkirk by Earl David, younger son of Malclom Canmore,

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Robflrtua de BurnetviUa is a witness ; and either tlio same or anotlier Robertua de BurnetviUa ia wit- 
ness to charters of David when king. The principal family of the name in the South of Scotland 
have long been tho Bumetta of Barns, in Peebleshire. Those lands, in 1838, passed into other hands. 
One of tho Teviotdale Burnetts — it ia uncertain whether the repreaeatntivo of the family or not, — 
emigrating northward in the fourteeoth century, obtained in 1 324 a charter of extensive hinds in the 
counties of Kincardine and Aherdeonshire from Robert the Bruce. From him descend the Burnetts 
of Leys, the most important family of the name, thuugb tlieir chieftainship has been disputed by 
Barns." — Gfmalogy and Sumamet, by William Andenxin, p. 133. Edinburgh, 1865. 

The earliest record in which the name ia known to be fonnd in Scotland is the charter of founda- 
tion of the Abbey of LSelkirk by Earl David, afterwards David L, in which, with John, Bishoji of 
Glasgow, and others, Kobertus de Burnbtvill&, Miles,* is a witness. This must have been prior to 
1128, as in that year, after hai-ing been previously removed to Roiburgh., it was finally settled at Kelao, 
neither of tho former eituations being found convenient.+ 

The same name, spelt according to the Norma u-Frecch of the time, thua, Robertub db Borne- 
riLLB, t appears among the hostages sent into England for the ransom of King William (sumamed tbe 
Lion), who was made prisoner at the battle of Alnwick in 1174, as a guarantee for the fulfilment nf 
the treaty entered into.| Rodubrtuh, ot Uorebtus de Burnbvillb. evidently a descendant of the 
former, is witaeas to a charter of " divers lands, kirks, and privileges " to the MonaattTy and Canons 
of the Church of the Holy Cross, Eilinburgh, by David 1., which was renewed and oonfirmeil by 
Robert III. on the 5th April, the first year of his reign (1390). Robert be Burnevilli, and Robnrt 
his son, are witnesses to a charter by Patrick de Dunbar, first Earl of March, to the Monastery of 
ColdiDgham in the reign of Robert II., dated at the Canip at Dunbar, tho 24th May 1367.|[ 

The name again appears about the year 1 400, in the Anglo-Saxon form, after surnames hod been 
introduced into Scotland. Joh.n Burnet of that Ilk, or Barnetland, makes a mortification of a chup- 
lainryof the Holyrood Altar in the Kirk of St, Goigan (or Gordian) of " Meuar," and diocese of Glangnw, 
dated 29th December HOC — which chaplainry he enriches with the rents of some tunementa of lauds 
and bouses in the town of Peebles. The same John is designed of Bumetland in a charter by John 
Towers and his wife, Sibilla Veitch, to "Jons Bub.vet of BurnctUud," dated 15th March 1405, The 
above John, or his successor, married, early in the fifteenth century, Mariot Cavbrhill, daughter of 
George Caveihill of that Ilk; and on the 17th August 1472 she, with her scfond husband, George 
Davidson, burgess of Peebles, resigns into the hands of John Cransloun of that Ilk, superior thereof, 
the dominical lands of Nether Crailiiig, and others in the county of Roxburgh, for a new charter in 
fcvour of JoiTH Burnet, ker aon and heir, of which laud her father, George CavurhiU of that Ilk, had 
obtained charter in 1446. On the 14th November 1498 EUiieth Caxia-hiU, and Patrick Dickison her 
busbaad, give a tack of part of Caverhill, called Hoswellsykes, and other lands in tho barony of 
Manner, to her cousiii, Joiis Bornet of that Ilk ; and on &th August 1500 William Ingles of Mur- 
distonn gives a now tack of the same lands to his guidson, John Burnet of that Ilk, into whose hands 
they had fallen by decease of Elspeth Caverhill.

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On the ISth Sforeh H95, Margaret VeitcL, ipouae of George Lowes, burgess of Edinburgh, with 
consent of lier huaband, con^eya by charter to Jons Durnet of Bumetland, and Sibilla Veitch his 
apouse, or longest liver of them two, a tenement of lauJ in Peebles, to be holden of the King for ser- 
vice of burgh, use and wont, and payiag five pennies Scots yearly, at Whitsunday and Martinnias, to 
"the Cheaplaiul of tha Purofh Kirk of Stoho." Instrument of aasine given thereupon, by one of the 
bailies of Peehlea, to the said Jobn Burnet and Sibilla Veitch, is dated the 29th May U95. 

In 1497, John Burnet of that Dk resigns his tenement of land in Peebles into the hands of one 
of the liailies thereof, who thereupon gives easine of the said tenement to Thomas Johnstone, chaplain 
of the said altar of Manner, conform to a gift of mortification thereof, therein mentioned, granted by 
the sail! Joba to the said altar.* This sasine is dated the 7th December 1497, — "Thomas Crawford, 
nottar tliereto." 

Sibilla Veit«b appears to have died between 1495 and 1497, as the gift, or deed of mortification, 
ejcpresses its object to be "for Vie hele of our emdcs, if the eoutes of umquhiU Sibillye Vaieh, epoiue 
of ye mid Jolm ; of deeeuse/i Gilbert Dick, Archdeacon of Qlmgoie ; oar Faders and Modert, and of 
all gudi Crintyns goules," <f c. ^c, dated " all Peebles, ye 2Srd DecemJier, ye zeir of God, ane thousand 
four kundrelh, nindie gevett atirs." 

John Burnet married, necondly, Mariot, or Margaret, daughter of William Ingles of Murdistoun 
(of old of " Menar "), and appears to have died about, or prior to, 1602, leaving by the latter marriage a 
SOD, William, his successor. 

On the 15th February 1503, Mariot Ingles, as " relict of John Burnet of that Hk," is served to 
her tierce, or third, of the five merit Un38 './ Barnef and Caverhill lying in Manner, and Burmtlattd 
lying in the Barony of Brougblon, before the Sheriff of Peebles and several of the neighbouring 
proprietors. 

WILLIAM BUENET, son of the foregoing John Burnet and Mariot Ingles, succeeded his 
father, about 1502, while yet a minor, aa ajipeare from the following document : — 

" I William Inglea of Murdistoun, and tutor of law to my oe William Burnet, soun and aire of 
nmquhill John Burnet of Eumetland, consents ynt our Souveraine Lord makes me the said WilliaJn, 
and my Jovit Jfaat John of JIurmy, jointlie and severallio Tutors dative to ye said William, 
mine said oe, because I am agit, and may not travel in ye defence of ye said William. — In witness 
of ye whilk thing, I have affised my Seel at ye Woodhouse ye 23rd day of September, ye 
zeirof God 1505." 

On the 20th January 1522, the same "William Bumet, eon and nearest lawful heir of John 
Burnet," is infeft in the lands of Nether Crailing and othera in Kosburghshire by a Precept of Clare 
Constat granted by John Cranstoun, suiwrior thereof, and Instrument of Sasine following thereon is 
dated the 28th of the same month. 

In January 1546, John Hamoliu, chaplain of the end altar of Jfanner, resigns into the hands of

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"William Bumet of Barns, principal patron* thereof," the tenement of lands, Src., in Peebles, already 
referred to ; and ou the let May fallowing, the same William, with eonacnt of the Pope, presents John 
Lowes to the ehaplainty of the end altar of the Kirk of St. Gorgan (or Gurdiao) of Maimer ; or, ia the 
worda'of the original document, "Anno Incarnatione Domini, Milesimo qninquagcsimo quadra™" 

uxto," &.C " Honorabilis Vir Giiil™°' burnet de bainis principalis patrones altarif, sive altar 

capeUaruiu," Ac; confirmed by the Archdeacon of Glasgow the 24th of August the same year. 

On the 3Ubh September 1555, "William Burnet of Barns" resigns into the hands of William 
Cranstoun of that Ilk, superior thereof, for the pur^iose of a new iafedment, the lands of Nether Crail- 
ing. Mill and Mill-lands of Caithaugh, third of the lands of Doucat-Crolt, and third of Pultisland, 
before the town of Crailing, in the slieriffdom of RoKbuigh, and was infeft therein on Slst October of 
the same year.

WILLIAM BURNET. He was, during his father's lifetime — by charter from John Lowes of 
Manner, dated 15th July 1545, wherein he is designed " William Burnet, son and heir apparent of 
William Bumet of Bams" — infeft in the lands of Dollarbum and Dogflat : and on let March 1649 a 
new charter of same lands was granted, to bo held fen of the granter — conimned by Michael Niesmith, 
the superior, lOlh July 1565. 

On the 1st May 1564^ — on the dfccase of his father, — as "son and heir of William Bumet of 
Bams," he was infeft in the lands of Crailing and others, in Roxburghshire, before mentioned. He 
married Isobcl Hay, of the family of Hay of Locharret and Ye8tor,t now n-prosented by the Marquis of

He waa aucceeded by bis eldest son, 

WILLIAM BtTKNET, locally known aa the " Hoolet o" Eama," t who was aorved heir to hia 
btb«r on the 2l*t April 1575. Ha was of immense stature, poaaeased of great bodily stieDgth, and 
lived to tlie age — aueording to family tradition — of 107 years. 

In the lawleax times in which he livei], when feud, rapine, and outrage were of daily occurrence 
— a state of things the Government waa unatile to suppress, — those who were sufficiently powerful bad 
to protect their own poescssions, aa well as those of Ibeir weaker neighbours and dependante, witb a 
■trong hand. Mr. Dumet, from hia local knowledge, physical suporioriLy, and indomitable courag«, 
waa the reco^iscd leader and champion of those parties who followed in pursuit of the maurauders to 
ncover tbnir stoinn property, or make reprisals, which necessarily brought him into frei{iient colliaion 
with the border frcobooters, whose inroads, by bis courage and energy, he materially aided in supprea- 
iaog.t 11^ w>* uolud fur the peculiarity of seeing as well by night as during the day, a peculiarity 
whiab rendered bim much esteemed aa a nocturnal guide, nnd procured for him the soubriquet of tbe 
"Boolat o' Ilnrna," by which appellation he was well known on both sides of the border, where his 
ezplolta were long remembered, and the name still lives in the traditions of the border country. 

In theHe unsettled times also, the chiefs or heads of families were frequently engaged in feudj 
with their neigbbouni, to redress either their real or imaginary wronga, the law being considered too 
■low and uncertain tu its operation. In these the kinsmen and retainers on either aide took part, not

Al la (armsr timea every man took the law into hii onn hands, and administered it according to hi* own rade ideal of 
jwtloa, it wai pnibibly curled out much alter the taaauer auggestol by the friends of Hobbie Elliot, lia. ; — 

"Just pat a lighted peat on tbe end of a ipcar, or hay fork, orsicklike^ and blaw a horn, and cry the gathering word, 
and tbea iti lawful to follow gear iato England, and recoior it by the strong hand, or ta tak getr free some other Boglisb- 
man, protiding ye lift na mair than haa been lifisd fiae you. Thai's the aold Border-law, mads at Duodreonan in the 
dayi a' Ike Blank Oouglai.-'—I^ Bhdi Dwarf. 
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unFreqnently calling for the interference of tho Privy Cooneil. The following may proTiably lefer to an 
occaeion of this Itind ; — 

In 1591, John Murray, of ^lachbtrony, becomes suretie far William Burnet of Barns, "that be 
B^ compeir personaltie befoir the Kingis Majestie, and Lords of Secret Couneole at Halyrud House, 
or quliftir it sail ba|>pen to be for the time, the 39 December instant, and answer to sic things as sail 
be inquirit of him toDchiiig aic dcidlic feid as he bes interest in ; and Ibat he aall underlie sic order oB 
his Hieness and the said Lords sail dtmean tu him thcreaiient, under the pane of ane thousand merks."* 

The result of this inquiry does not appear, but it is probable thit the " Hoolet " had inBuential 
friends in the Council, ami was only required to " renew assutaoees" or promises to keep the peace. 

Tlie property in Teviotdale, long held by the family, appears to have been forfeited in hia time 
to tho superior fur non-payment of " waird ;" and on the 9th August 1576, Sir John Stewart of Tra- 
qunir, Knii;ht, enters into an obligation, under certain conditions therein specified, "to procure and 
deliver to William Burnet of Bams, the gift of hie marriage gratis, from Cranstoun of that Ilk, iatu 
whose hands it hod fallen by reason of waiJ'd." 

These landa were subsequently redeemed, and on the 6th March 1600, WiUiam Burnet resigns 
into tho hands of Sir J«hn Cranstoun and liia son William, Buperiors thereof, the lands of Nether 
Orailing (with others formerly mentioned) in Teviotdale, for the purpose of a sew infeftment — where 
upon a new charter was granted in " favour of William Buract of Bams and his heirs, to he holden of 
the grauter fur ane suit at court to be held yearly at Craiiing, on the first lawful day after Michcelmas." 

His presence at a Weapon acbaw is thus recorded: — "At a Weaponschaw held on the Borrow 
Muir of Peebles, called the King's Muir, on the 15th June 162T, in the presence of James Nasmj-tb of 
Poaso, Sheriff Depute of the SheriflUom of Peebles," &C., " present, William Burnet, the elder, of 
Barns, well horsed, with a buff coat, steel bonnet, lance and sword, and accompanied by seven horse- 
men with lances and swords, with a footman with lunco, within the pariah of Menner."t 

Although Mr. Burnet attained to a great age, be appears b the latter years of his life to have been 
only " liferenter" of the properly. Hia eldest sou, John — who predeceased him, — was styled "heir 
Bppnreut," " Kiar of Barns," and latterly "of Barnt." In October 1643, William Burnet of Bams 
dispones certain lauds to " John Buract, his eldest sun and heir apparent, in liferent ; and Mr. William 
Burnet, Treasurer- Clerk, eldest son of tho said John, his heirs," &d. — and in March 1661 he executed 
a deed of escheat and liferent in favour of " William Burnet, Treaaurer-Clerk, his oye " (or grandson). 

William Bumct married, in 1576, Margaret, daughter of James Stewart of Sbillinglaw,} 
youngest son of Sir William Stewart, 2nd Baron of Traquair, and Christian Hay, daught«r of John, 
2nd Lord Ycater. 

JameR,|| who survived hie elder brothers, succeeded as 4tb Baron of Traquair in 160<, and di«i 
at an advanced age in 1606. They hud

Stewart of Traquair, and Lord High Treiunrer, and in \6Xi Earl of Traquair, and Lord Lintoa of Cubei^tonn. 

Through Ladj Jane Beaufort the Stcwarti of Traquair tnue their dracent from John of Gaunt, Duke of Laacaiter, 
fourth nm of HVtwud III, and father ii( Henrj IV. The Stewarts of Traquaii (ctee their dmceot, therefore, from the 
Bojal families both of Eoglaad and Scotland. 

I Jnam Stewart had two mhis, John and Robert, who having predeceased him, he wii suocoeded by hia g 
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L JoHM — " Fiar of Gams " and " of BarnK," of whom herrafter. 

n. Javrs — educated for tbo church — gralnated at the University of Elinbnrgh 27tli July 1 609 — 
was admitted minieter of Lauder 17lh September 1615 — sigoed the proteGtatian for the 
liberties of the kirk 27th June I617-^wa» presented to Jedburgh by King Charies I. 15th 
September 1635, and deposed in April 1639. lie married ChriaiiaD, daughter of George 
Dundas of that Ilk, by a daughter of David Boswell of Balmuto. They hud two sons,

a SOD, Robert, who bod a legacy of 5010 merks from his nncle. Archbishop Bumot. 
3. A1.ESANDER — aflerwarda Archbighop of Saint Andrews. He was bom in 16 1 4 — baptised 
in Edinburgh 6th August 1615 — graduated at Edinboijh University 22d June 1633— 
was chaplain to the Earl oFTraquair, and governor to his sou John, Lord Linton — and 
was presented by King Charles L, on lOlh January 1639, to the living of Coldingham, 
but not settled. He took orders in England, and had a living in Kent, from which he 
was ejected on account of his loyalty in 1650. After this he went abroad, and hod the 
good fortnne to serve his then majesty King Charles II. [then in exile) by intelligence 
from England and other parts. Upon the Restoration he" became chaplain to his 
Other's first cousin. General Kuthurfurd, afterwards Earl of Teviot, who was governor 
of Dunkirk, where Mr, Burnet had an English congregation, and in 1G60 was 
Rector of Ivechurch. He was consecrateii Bishop of Aberdeen, at St. Andrews, on 
the 18th September 1G63; on the 18th January 16G4 was tmnslated to the Arch- 
bishoprick of Glasgow, and installed on the 1 Ith April ; was appointed member of 
the Privy Council on the 26th April IGGi, and extraordinary Lord of Session in 
November 1664, which he retained until June 1668. 

After the defeat of the rebels at Fentknd in 1666, Archbishop Burnet showed great 
inclination to have these people used with leniency ; and when their affair came 
before the Privy Council, be laboured to get their lives spared, and went eo far as 
to transmit an account of the proceedings of the Council against the captive rebels 
to the English Secretary, Sir Henry Bennet (afterwards Earl of Arlington), to be 
communicated to the King. This the Earl (afterwards Duke) of Lauderdale, who 
ma then Secretary for Scotland, took to be such an indignity done to his character 
that he threatened the Archbishop with a pursuit of high treason for revealing 
the king's secrets, unless be made a eesfiion of his office, with which Dr. Burnet 
complied, and surrendered the office in December 1669. 

Gilbert Burnet, the historian of his own times, alluding to his retirement into 
private life, remarks that " he bore hia reverses with a dignity worthy of his former 
high career." Upon the cession of his office by Archbishop Burnet, he was succeeded 
in the See of Glasgow by Dr. Leightoa, Bishop of Dunblane, who, finding the 
burden too great for him, resigned the Archbishoprick, from which the Duke of 
Lauderdale did all iu hia power to dissuade him. He Guccecdcd in prevailing on him 
to carry on the duties of the diocese until 1674, when Lauderdale, being impeached 
by the English House of Commons, thought fit, in order to gain the interests of tiie 
bishops of that country, and by that means ward off the impeachment, to make use of

l>r. Burnet was restored to his see by the King's letter of 7th September 1674, and 
ftn Act of the Privy Council followiog thereon on the 29th September of the same 
jear, which be peuceably poseesaed until be woe traneilated to the Primacy of St 
Andrews, After the munler of Archbishop Sharpe (on 3rd Mny 1679} ho was 
translated to the Primacy of St. Andrews on the 28th October 1679, where he died 
ou (he 24lli August 1G84, and woe buried in St. Salvador's College, nenr tbe t«iuh 
of Bishop Kennedy. He was interim keeper of tbe Great Seal on the death of tbe 
Earl of Glencairn in 1664, anil preached the funeral sermon. He also preached a 
funeral sermon on the occasion of the state funeral of the Marquis of Montrose. 
ftfter the Restoration, from the text, " Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord," 
published at Glasgow in 1673. 

Bishop Rurnet married Elizabeth Fleming, portiouer of Luthrie, Fife, daughter 
of George Fleming of Kilconquhar, by Margaret his wife, daughter of Stiven Philip 
of Philipston, and had a son, who predtceaaud him, and two daughtcre, of whom 

1. Annb, married, in 16G7, Alexander, 7th Lord Elphinston, on which occasion she 
was presented by the Corporation of Glaagow with a " propyric of silver work," 
for which £887, 2a. was paid. On the death of Lord Elphinaton in 1669 
without issue, she married, secondly, Alexander, 3rd Buron Elibank, and had, 
with Alexander, Ith Baron Elibank, Mary — married to John, 2nd Earl of 
Cromartie. Iler son George, 3rd Earl of Cromartie, being implicated in the 
risings in favour of the Stuarts in 1745, was, with his eon, made prisoner, 
and sent to London, where they were confined in the Tower until tried hy 
their peers.

collateral branches, tbe title and estates devolved upon his brother Colin. 
Elizabeth, died unmarried. 

2. Uaro A SET, married to Roderick M'Kenrieof Prestonhall (second son of Sir John 
M'Kenzie of Tarbet, and brother of George, first Earl of CiDmartic), one of 
the Senators of the College of Justice (Lord Prestonhall), and had a son,

was assumed by bis widow, and subsequently, on her death, by her eldest 
daughter, who had married the above Alexander M'Kenrio ; but be having 
been implicated in the risings, was attainted in 1716. Their eldest sou, HuuH, 
contested the estates and title with Simon Frazer of Beaufort, in whose 
favour a compromise was effected on payment of a sum of money. 

Arohbiahop Burnet, by his will, left legacies to his nephew, Itobert Burnet; to

ArL'hbiehop Burnet was of a mild and conciliatory disposition, and reepected 
even by the Presbyterian party, to whom the church of which he was then the head 
in Sootlnnd was particuliarly odious. Kirkton remarks of htm that " he was a man 
of the beet morals among them;" and Wodrow, the historian of the Presbyterian 
ChuTch, writes of him in equally iavourable terms. As " Primate and Metropolitan 
of all Scotland " he took precedence of all the nobility, and ranked nest to the Princea 
of the Blood Royal. In Dugdale's "Table of Precedency for Scotland" (1682), 
" Doctor Alexaniler Bumct, Archbishop of St. Andrews, Primate and Metropolitan 
of all Scotland," follows James, Duke of Albany, brother of King Charles IJ., 
afterwards James VII. (or II. of England).

The "FluKer of Vnrrow's" daughter was married tu the eldest son of Elliot of Stobba, known alao in song bj the 
appellation of '-Oibbie wi' Ihe Oanden Garters," from whom uai duscondod Qeueral Elliot, (9th aoa of Sii Gilbert 
Elliot of Stobbe, 3rd Baronet), the gallant defeader of Gibnltar, who waa, on the Uth June 1TS7, created Lord Heath- 
fleld, and Baron Gibialtv, m a reward tor bis lenieee.

Vin. TaoMAB, who in a deed dated 3rd November 163B, wherein he assigns to John iJurnet, Fiar 

of Barns, a sum of money due to him by His Majesty's Exchequer for bygone service, is 

styled " Tliomas Burnet, secvitour to His Mitjeatie." 
DC. Gavin, Writer to the Signet. He married Helen Ramsay, and had Robert, Writer to the 

Signet, and Commissary of Puobles (who married Eliinbeth Cockbum), also Isobel, David, 

James, and William. Gavin Burnet died in October 1660." 
William Burnet of Bitms (the "Hoolet") is stated in a MS. account of the family to have died in 
1645, but appears to have been alive aft«r that date. The exact time of his death is uncertain, he 
having made over the property to his son and gniiidsoa before liia death. Uis granddou was only 
served heir in 1669 and 1670. On the 18th of May 1669, on an edict raised by Thomas WiUiamson, 
Proc orator- fiscal of the Commissariat of Poeblee, a decreet of executarie dative, " to intiomit with the 
guide and gear of umq'*- William fiumst of Barns," was granted to " William Burnet, tww of Barna 
oye (grandson) to the said William," before Patrick Boyce of Buruhouse, commissary principal of the 
commissariat of Peebles, and "William tlorsburgh of that Ilk, depute of the samyn." By a 
precept upon a retour to the Chancery, directed to the sheriGT and bailies of Peebles, William Burnet 
of Barna, as heir to William Burnet, his " goodsir," was iufell in the kirklands, glebe, and teinde of 
Manner on the 22nd May 1670, and rogislcred in the General Register of Retours, at Edinburgh, on 
the 15th June the same year. And by a precept upon a retour to the Chancery, directed to the Sheriff 
of Peebles, William Burnet of Biirus, as heir to William Burnet, his grandfather, was infeft in the 
landa of Middle-third of Shpperfield in 1670, 

His wife, Margaret Stuart, died on the 21st December 1625. By her will (from which the follow- 
ing is nn extract) she appointed her husband and her youngest son Gavin, her executors, and her 
eldest son, John, her heir : — '■ I, being diseased in body, but perfect in soull, doe commend my souU 
to God, the onlie owner thereof, my bodie to the earth from whence it came, and ordain my bodie to 
be buriet in the church yeard of Manner, under the great south window of the queir thereof, q' many 
of my deceisit children are buryed." 

JOHN BUKNET, eldest son of the " Hoolet " and Margaret Stuart, who was styled 
" apparent of Bame," " Fiar of Barne," and " of Barns," predeceased his father, and appears to have 
held the property only a Hhort time, but earned on the line of the family. On the Slst July 1610, 
" William Burnet of Bams, with consent of John Burnet, his son aud heir apparent," grants charter 
of the haill kirk-lands and gleib of Manner, with houses and teinds, and half of the Middle-third of 
Slierflppeld, to Margaret Scot, eldest daughter of 8imon Scot of Bonningtoo, in implement of contract 
of mairiage then entered into between the said John Burnet and Margaret Scot. The marriage doec 
not appear to have taken place until some time after. Tha man'iage contract is dated 15th June 1614.

John Burnet died in November 1G59, and his eldest son, William, who succeeded his 
cousin, Captaiu William Burnet of Bams, carried on the line of tlie family.

John Barnet, Fiar of Bams, married, secondly, on the decease of Margaret Soot, Marion, daugh- 
ter of John Ingles of Mannerhead and his wife , a daughter of Sir John Scot of Thiristane.

John Burnet is supposed to have died about 1642. 

WILLIAM BUBNETT.J Writer to the Signet, usually styled "Treasurer-Clerk" (son of John 
Barnet and Margaret Scut), next sncceeded. 'Ihe exact time is uncertain, but he was designed " of 
Barns " at an early date, his grandfather having made a liferent escheat in his favour. 

Early in the 17th century the family appear to have oi-Jiupied a prominent position, and some 
additions were made to the property. About 1649 or 1650, however, their prosperity began to decline, 
and considerable sums were raised by wadset* on the estate. In December 1649, Gavin Burnet, 
Writer to the Signet, a younger son of tlie " lloolet," with consent of William Burnet of Bams, and 
John, bis eldest son and heir apparent, designed " in Gladstanes," undertakes to pay 12,000 morks to 
Alexander Burnet, advocate (third son of the "Hoolet") due to him by Bams, for which Gavin gets a 
registered bond over the whole estate of Barns, dated January 1650, as security. In April 1653 letters 
of inhibition on the foresaid bond^Gavin Burnet against William Burnet — were executed against the 
latter, and decreet of apprysings followed thereon in June 1S54 of the whole estate. Gavin Bumet died 
in October 1660, and Robert, his son and heir, continued to prosecute the apprysings for the debt due to

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his father, which, nntwithstanding paymeals in reduction, then RmonntoJ to ikbout 30,000 merks. How 
these em harass men ts originated cannot now he ascertained, but from family documents it ia shown 
that they were greatly increased by advances for the public service duriug the latter years of the reign 
of King Charles I., to whose cause the family was much attached, and by their adherenca to which they 
were ultimately (jrcjit sufferers. These difficulties were not merely of temporary duration, hut continued 
to press on the family for several generations, and were never entirely overcome. 

On the 10th October 1639, William Burnett— on the resignation of his uncle, Alexander Burnet, 
advocate — was aj)pointed by King Charles I. to the o£Bces of Treasuror-clerk ; Comptroller, Collector, 
and Treasurer of the Temporalities of Kirk-lands annexed to the Crown ; Treasurer of the Annuities 
within the Kingdom of Scotland ; and to the Clerkship of the Principality of the said Kingdom. 

During the troubles in iScotland, many of those holding official positions were viewed with 
suspicion, some being suspected of being disaffected to Government, and a cominittoe was appointed 
to inquire into the different cases. At a meeting of the Lords of Council, held at Kdinburgb on the 
24th March 1647, the following "absolvitor for Mr, William Burnet" was granted: — "The Com- 
mittee of processes and money having considered Maister William Burnet, his process, flind him 
within the compass of the third class (entered 1) upon his office, of fy ve hundredth merks. The Com- 
mittee doe esoner him of onie thing can be Inyed to his charge for his compliance with the rebellis, 
he paying the said sum. — Extractum, &c., Archibald Primrose, Clerk," On the 29th March, — "Th6 
qubilk day, the Lords of Counaell being sitting in full number, the Act of the Committee of Process 
was presented. Quhilk Act being heard, seen, and considered be the said bodie, and they being well 
advysit, they have ordainit, and he thir presents oidaines the said Mr. William Dumet to be repos- 
sessed and re-entered in the discharging of bis said place and office of Treosurer-clork, and to be repos- 
sessed and re-entered to the keeping of the haill registers in any way becoming the same, as he was 
wont to doe at any tymo befoir." These offices he lost during the usuqiation, and he was subjecteil to 
various lines and forfeitures by his adherence to the royal cause. 

On the restoration of King Charles IL, " oar sovraigne Lord, understanding that his lovit Mr. 
William Burnet was by gift under the handes and Privy Seall of his late Royall Maj"* of ever blessed 
memorie, of date at Whiti'hall the nynt«enth day of October Sixteen hundred thirty nyne years, 
during all the dayes of his lyfe, provyded to the offices of Theaaurershippe, ControUery, CoUectory, 
and Thesaurershippe of the Temporality of Kirk-lands annexed to the Crown, and to the Tlicsaurer- 
ahippe of the Anuuities within the Kyngdom of Scotland, and to the Clerkshippe uf the Principality 
within the samyn Kyngdom, and to the writing and keeping of the said offices, then vesting in his 
Mnj"** disponing at his entry to the said Crown — and hin Maj"' UTUiertriaTvUng the corufani affeeiion 
that iheaaid Mr. William Bitrnd hath ahcayt caryed lo the Govermcni of hie snid Roj/all ffal/ier, ami 
of selfe during the lyme of our troubles, and of his suffering therein — Therefore his Maj''* now long 
afUr his complete age of Twentie one years, and Act of !Gestoration, with advyce and consent of our 
right trusty and belovit counsell Sir William Belleuden, our treasurer depute in the said Kyngilom, 
knd also with the advyce and consent of the remnant Lords of the Exch''* of the said Kyngdom, 
ordaincs our letters to be past and exped his Maj"" Privy Seoll for ratifying and approving the said 
gift granted be his said Late Mnj"* to the said Mr. William Bumot, Lykeas his Maj"' by these pre- 
sents, under his Royall hand, Eatifycs and approves and of now gives and grants the samyn to Mr. 
William Burnet during all the dayes of his lyfe as said is, with all offices, ffees^ casualties, monthly 
allowances, deutyes, priveledges, hberties, and other ordiuarie and extraoidiuarie ffecs pertaining 
thereto, or whereof tlie said Mr. Alexander Burnet or his predecessor Mr, William Chambers, or either 
of them, or their predecessors, have been in use since their entry thereto, &c. Ac. Dated at the Court 
of Whitehall lOth June 1661. CiiARLsa llxi." 

To the foregoing, the following Memorandum by the Earl of Lauderdale is attached : — " May it 
please your Maj''"- — This contains your Maj"** satisfaction of your Miy"** Royall father of ever blessed 
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memorie, his gift to Mr. Willinm Burnet during his lyfe, of the office of Treaanrer Clerk, and others 
herein contained, with all fees, rights, advantages, apeciiilities whatsoever herein helonging and known 
or assumed thereunto belonging, and whereof the said Mr. William or any of his predecessors in the 
said office have been in possoasion. "With which you may now gift to the said Mr. William Burnet 
of the said offices, fees, profits, and priveledgos for all the dayes of his lyfe time, with power to him 
to appoint deputies, for which he shall be answerable,* Laudehdaiu," 

The " constant afiection to the Government of his Royal father, and of himself, during the time 
of their troubles, and of his suffering therein," appear, however, to have met with no mors substantial 
reward, and the family had to contend against poUtical and pecuniary diffioultios for sevenil genera- 
tions. His honourable principles, loyalty, and strong attachment to the House of Stewart, is touch- 
ingly alluded to by Mr. Williiira Burnett in the will — already mentioned— made by him on the 30th 
April 165C, of which a copy is introduced in the Appendix. This will, hurriedly written by 
himself, shows him to have been of superior educAtion and intelligence to country gentlemen of 
his time. 

On the 7th January 1675 he executed a new bond of provision for hia children, which includes 
the names of Walter and Anna, not mentioned in bia former wills : — " Be it kend till all men be thii 
presents, me Maister William Burnett of Bams, treasurer clerk, fForasmeiklo ns I considering yt Walter, 
Henrietta, Christian, Aima, and Marie Burnett, my Inw" children, are not yet provyded by me to 
competent portion of estate, and being willing, for the love and favour I have, and bear for them, and 
for removing any debate or controversie yt may arise amongst them anent yr portions natuiall and 
bairns part after my decease. Therefore ken ye me," &c. Tliis bond is written by William Burnet, 
clerk to Robert Burnet, W.S., dated as above. 

Mary Scott, " I^y Bonnington," died in October 1649, and on the Ist March 1656 her testa- 
ment was confirmed before the Commissary of Poeblea in favour of " William Burnet of Bams, hep 
oye and Executor Dative." 

William Burnet married in 1648 Christian, second daughter of Doctor Walter Wbitford, Bishop 
of Brechin (son of James Whitfurd of that Ilk and Milton, and Margaret, a daughter of Sir Jamea 
Somerville of Camm^tlien), and his wife Ann, fourih daughter of Sir John Carmichael of that llkt 
(ancestor of the Earls of Hyndford), and his wife Margaret, daughter of Sir David Douglas of Pitten- 
dreich, aialxi of David Earl of Angus, and James liarl of Morton, Eegent of Scotland. 

William Burnet died in 1675, and his wife. Christian Whitford, in 1674, On the 24th July 
1S75, William Burnet, eon of William Burnet of Bams, was served heir to William Burnet his fother, 
and to Christian Whitfonl his mother.

The following ia a copy of a letter from the Treasurer-Clerk — shortly before his death — to his son, 
Captain William Burnett, in which several of his contemporaries arc alluded t« : — 

"ffor 
" My Dearest Sone Will. Burnett, 

"Edinr., 25th July 1674. 

" My Dear Son Will : 

" Having the occasion of this bearer, Mr. Eoom off foord, one of the officers of yo'r 
ngiment, I could not neglect to give you aue accompt off yo'r two letters I received from you, the first 
from Calls (Calais) 13tb May lost, which I faithfullie communicated to all your kinsfolk, and relations 
— the second, from Paris 16th June last, which I likewise did impart to them— and for yo'r bill which 
came but lately to my hands, I accepted of it, and bavo by Sir Wiliam Sharps payed it in — upon 
tuesdny next he will assuredly pay down the money, and for what other bills you draw upon me for 
reputation, or Bubsistance, by advice of yo'r Captain, Captain Kulhorfoord, shall be most cheerfully 
accepted oiT, and payed by me. 

" As for yo'r other letters you mentioned in your last, they came but lately to their bands — the 
bishop's* from John Pennycook, wluch I sent enclosed in one of myu, to him in London, where be is 
now, and was most generously received by his Ma*'* (Majeety). Carlopsj received his lost week. As 
for news, I remit you to the bearer, who can give one accompt of all since his bein heir, which wo'ld 
be too tedious to insert heir 

" Will, all yo'r friends and relations remember you kyndlie, and prays for yo'r good fortune and 
success, and especially my Lotd Elibauk, and Mr. .... of ... . with whom I converse now and 
then. Tbe blaster of Cranstonn is married, and retired to ano solitarie Ij-fo in the country witli hia 
good father, Sir Alexander Don.} Yo'r brother and sisters present their love and service to you, and 
so does John Paterson, and all the &mily. 

" Deor Will, present my most humble and loving respects to Captain Eutherfoord, yo'r Capttun 
— to Captain Cairy (1) — and to your Lieutenant, Walter Murray — and to all those off my acquaiutance 
that are kynd to you. I can wryt no more, for you may perceive by tlie last half of this letter that my 
bond and eyes fail me to wryt, especially when I conaidar you arc so far a distance from me, and the 
haiards you are in, bat tlist you may live soberly, righteousty and godlie, keeping peace and love with all 
men with whom you converse and live. Which that you may doe, the God off love and peace grant you

CAPTAIN WILLIAM EUENETT mcceeded his father, the Trea3^re^Cle^k, in 1675. He waa 

ori^ally intended for the legal profession, and in April 1669 was apprenticed to Archibald Nishet, 
Writer to his Majesty's Signet Soon after this, however, he entered the military service, and in 1674 
joined the army on the Continent When Charles, 10th Earl of Man, raised a regiment, at hia own 
expense, for the service of King Charles XL, Mr. Bamett waa Lieutenant in this regiment when 
stationed at Kilmarnock in 1680 — at Glasgow in 1682— and Captain-Commandant when stationed at 
Ayr in 1685." 

The army {chiefly foreign service) seems to have been the principal outlet for the sons of the gentry 
in former times. If an honourable profession, it does not appear to bave been a very profilable one. 
Besides its smallness, the pay seems to have been very irregular ; and the custom of every Captain 
paying bis own company led to abuses. In 1682 Mr. Bamett, then a Lieutenant, had a difficulty of 
this kind with a Captain Douglas of his company about deferring payments, which was ulliuiately 
referred to that stern old soldier, " Hia Excellency General Dalzelle." 

When Captain Burnett succeeded to the property, wadsela for a large amount were held over it 
by Eobert Burnet, W.S., son and heir of Gavin Burnet. In April 1S82, Captain William Burnett 
entered into a contract with the above Robert, whereby the latter agreed to accept 26,500 nierks in 
full satisiaction of the whole sum then due by virtue of the apprysings, and declaring tlie lands of 
Barns, &c., redeemable npon payment of the above amount at Martinmas 1688, with all sums the said 
Bobert may have disbursed in prosecuting the apprysings. This payment appears to have been antici- 
pated, for in 1684 liobert Burnet resigns all the lands mentioned in the apprysings — " Cavin Burnet 
v"- William Burnet" — to Eoderick M'Kenaie, one of the Senators of the College of Justice (Lord 
pTeatonhall),i who paid otl Robert Burnet's claim. In 1686, Roderick M'Kenzie, with coDsent of 
Captain William Burnett, dispones bis claim on the lands of Bams, &c., under certain conditions and 
reservations, to Captain James Burnett in Leith, and bis spouse, Alison Gibson, he having paid to 
Roderick M'Kemde (Lord Frestonhall) the balance due on his wadset. Captain James Burnett gave a 
back-bond to Captain Wilham Burnett, declaring the lands of Barns, Sea., redeemable by Captain 
William, or his heirs, on payment of the sum duo, with interest at the time of redemption. 

In April 1687, Captain William Burnett went to Flanders, on his M^esty's service, and granted 
a factory to his cousin. Captain James Burnett in Leith, to manage his afikiis during his absence ; and 
in 1088 and 1689 ratifies all acts done by him. At the same time he left with him a stat«nieut of the 
rental of the estate of Boms, a copy of which is inserted in the Appendix, shewing the great 
increase in the value of landed property since that time. 

Captain James Burnett died in 1690, and his daughter Alison was served heir to him in July the 
same year. 

In February 1C91, Captain William Burnett, being absent from the country, granted a Procuia-

from the heira of Captain James Burnett and his spouse Alison Gibson, in cosformity witli the back- 
bond aiid letter of reversion granted by Captain James to Captain William Burnett, relative to tha 
disposition therein mentioned granted by Roderick M'Kenxie to hira. At the same time, Captain 
William Burnett made a disposition, fuiling his return to the kingdom, and the heira male of his 
body, in favour of his couain-german, William Burnett, •' in Glenrath," afterwards " of Bartui." 

Captain William Burnett did not live to carry out hia contemplated arrangements for the redemp- 
tion of the estate from the heira of Captain Jamea Burnett. He was wounded at the battle of Stein- 
korke, on Sunday, 24th July 1692, and died, unmarried, at Brussels in November following. On 
the 22d October — being " aick in boily, but eound in mind " — ha esocuted a will, appointing Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Sommorville, and Lieutenant Alexander Burnet, both of Sir Charles Graham's regiment, 
his executors, to arrange his personal affairs, to call fur the arrears and equipage of his deceased brother, 
Lieutenant Walter Burnett, who abo fell in the wars in Flanders. The following copies uf letters 
show the depressed state of his affairs at the time of his death ; — 

" For Ml. John ffnmk, Wryter lo his Majesties Signett, att his Lodgings in the Parliament 
Yeard in Edr., Scotland. 

"Grave, Decembers & 15th 16D1. 

" Sir, — I have writ you by ana disbanded old man of oar regiment q""" I know will come safe to 
your hands, bot it may he a little long a coming, to q""" I beg of yon to pve me ana answer, for I 
stand in great need of money now, being payee! half-pay, and there being restii^ every officer sixteen 
months' half-pay. I likeways desyre you would be pleased to let me know the state of my affairs with 
Mistress Burnett,* and that she may be as tenderly dealt with as possible (and be not wronging me 
nor hir). When once I know from you the state of my affairs, I can give better advyce. Present ray 
love and service to Prestonhallt and bia lady, to Standbope,} .... to John StDart,|| not forgetting 
yonr lady and children. I wish you all a good Christmas and new year, hoping to see you againat the 
next (if I esctiap this company) as we did the last. Neither do I forgett my last good Christmas hold 
with you and that good company you had with you — wishing you never worse while ye live. Be 
pleased not to forget my respects to Prestounhall, and his lady and children, as above said. — I am, 
whyl I breathe, your moat affectionut cussing and humble servant. Will. Bubnett.

Ye 
may be assured that the necessitie b great, otherwsys I would not have called for it from Scotland, 
qrin I have so much need of it, and I think it more proper to call for ano httle to supply me at ana 
.... as for want of it to lose my employment, and bo bnrdensoine to myself and friends, for you 
know 1 have not qr upon to live of my own as I ought.

" Sir, — Tours I received yours which you wrot by llr. Burnet his order, I hoop you will be so 
kind 03 communicat mciu to him as to what he weils concerning Captain Burnet's buriull — the 
expense was not great, it not eiceeding Eightie thrie guilders. His doctota, and surgeons, amounted 
to two hundred, fortie thrie guilders — macks in all thrie liundred twentie six guilders. He was 
indebted to Captain William Sliarpe nyntein guilders ten stivers — to Lieutenant Hay in Lord George 
Hamilton his regiment, fyftie live guilders and some od money, but I cannot be positive — this he left 
to me to pay, under hts own band. Since his death one of his servants is run away, the other wants 
of fie thiettie fyve guilders, ^aw these debts I am obliged to pay out of his equipage, and that bill 
he assigned me of threttie pounds drawn upon you. He told me at the same tyme, that bo had in 
your bands a thousand marks of hie, but that is nothing to me. 

" His equipage was as follows — four horses, two not worth a farthing, yet sold at fortie two 
guilders — the other two sold at one hundred and twentie — the coats (1) Fold at six, is eighteen guilders. 
As to his ariers, they are in his Coronell'a hands, and ho gives in aue oocompt thot Captain Burnet is 
owing a hundred and sixtie sis guilders mor than hia ariers comes to, The servant of his that ran 
away, lias nold all the sjair armea of the compauio — all the Bandeliora and e|)aii l«nte, which hia 
Coronell will have bis ariers to make good, and which will be decided ut n Court Martial! 

" I will not trouble myself with the allair, but I will advis that gentleman that represents him to 
pay me, otherways may come to pay other people ho knows nothing of. I have bis testament in my 
hands, and if produced, not be verrie pleasant to him. I only acted in this affiur being beged to it by 
a dying man, having no bodie in the country, otherways they hod arrested his corjta as most of the 
money is to pay yet, but they had my obligement for it. I hoop you will represent this to Mr. 
Burnett.^ I am eorrie to trouble you with this, but will assure you in the meantyme, that upnn all

At this time the property continued very much involved in debt, the heirs of Captain James

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Burnett in Leith [cousin of Captain Willium Burnett, and brother of the aliove "Williitro) having wad- 
sets on it for a large amount. It was eventually redeemed by William Burnett, but not without great 
delay and protracted legal formidlties. Id a petition to the Lords of doasion, he states tbat "several 
mutual actions had been commenced between him and the heira of the deceased Captain Jamea 
Burnett, which had caused him three years' constant attendanne in Edinburgh." He further states, in 
a petition to the Lords of Session, " that for himself, and as heir of his fatlier John Burnett deceased, 
being creditor to the deceased Captain William Burnett for considerable suras of money, both by per- 
sonal security, and by teal right of apprysing upon the lands of Kama, and the deceased Captain 
Jamea Bumolt of Leith having a wadset of about 30,000 morks on the said lands, the reversion of 
which waa in the person of the deceased Captain William Burnett, affected by a clause irritant, which 
Wfts incurred, and for the declaring whereof the Wadsetter had raised, and was insisting on an action 
of Declaration — and the said Captain William Burnett being hopeless of preserving the estates him- 
self, and to the effect that hia name and family might not be extinguished (the said Jamea Burnett, 
the wailsetter, having only one daughter to succeed him), he did prevail upon me, his cussing german, 
to accept of a disposition from him of all right ho had to the said lands, and to the said reversion, and 
with much difficulty, as is known to my Lord Whitelaw," and several other of your Lordships num- 
ber, I obtained the Tailzie and Irritancy purged at the Ear by real and actual consignation in the 
hands of Mr. Robert Alexander, clerk, within the space of a week, of 25,000 mcrks, and giving bond 
for the rest," Ac. 

In 1697, William Burnett in Glenrath. therein designed " of Bams," by a decree of declarator 
against Alison Gibson, Alison Burnett, and John Dundas, her husband, " the order of redemption waa 
found orderly led," and in conformity with the back-bond given by Captain James Burnett to Captain 
William Burnett, whereby the lands of Bams, &c., were redeemable by Captain William or his heirs, 
and declaring the lands to pertain to William Burnett, as having right to them by the foresaid disposi- 
tion of Captain William Burnett ; and on the 1 4th March 1698, Alison Burnett, with consent of John 
Pundas, her husband, finally dispones to " William Burnett in Glenratb, now of Bams," all and 
haill the lands of Dams, tenements in Peebles, yearly interest on Corheid, &c., to the heirs of entail 
therein mentioned, in conformity with the foregoing decree. 

In 1698, William Burnett being now in full possession of Bams, and being anxious, like hia 
ancestors, to retoin the property in the name and family, executed a bond of entail in hia own favour, 
and the heirs of hia \io-ly, wherein he restricted the succession to hia eldest lieir mate, without division, 
excluding all other heirs portioners — which failing, to his heirs female, provided they many some one 
who shall assume the name and bear the arms of Burnett of Bams ; but in case any such shall act in 
opposition to his expressed will, "then they should tyne and lose all right to the property," &c. This 
deed, however, for some reason now unknown, never seems to have come into eflect. 

William Burnett married, firstly, in December 1663, Jean, eldest daughter of Robert Chancellor 
of Shie!dhili,+ Co. I^nark, — " who iti'jnaliiieil hhiself in loyally to King Charles I. and II." J — whose 
first wife was Jean, daughter of Sir James I>ockhart of Lee ; and on her decease he married, secondly, 
Jean, daughter of Sir George Auchinleck of Balmano, an ancient family in Perthshire. j| 

After the death of his first wife, by whom he had no issue, William Burnett married, secondly, 
in 16S4, Jean, daughter of James Itaillie of St. Joltn'a Kirk§ (descended of a second son of Baillie of 
Lamington), and Martha hia spouse, a daughter of Sir William Lindsay of Covington. She was 
relict of John Murray of Glenrath, and "heretrix of the same." He waa son of Sir David Murray of 
Stanhope, knight, and his wife Lilias, daughter of John Karl of Wigton, and brother of Sir William 
Murray of Stanhope, who waa for his fidelity in the cause of royalty created a baronet in 166*. She

m. Helen, married in 1712, to Robert Chisholm, Collector of Cesa for the county of Peebles, 
(second son of Chisholm of Eairhope), who, after her death, married secondly, in 1632, 
Mary, daughter of Thomas Finlay, Minister at Preston. 

William Boraett " being sick in body," executed & disposition and assignation in favour of hia eldest 
son James in 1710, and died in 1712. 

Hia second wife, Jean Bail lie, died in March 1717. 

JAMES BURNETT, eldest son of tho foregoing, succeeded in 1712. He was a man of great 
energy, and not only added to hia property, but improved it by planting, which had not at that time 
become general in Scotland. In a petition to the Court of Session in 1776, he states tliat he " is over 
80 years of age," and that he was then " still improving hia property." These impiovements appear 
to have been the adjustment of boundaries with the adjoining property of Bfdlanridge, with consent 
of the owner, Mr, Walter Laidlaw j but being obstructed by tlie tenant, caused these legal proceedings. 

He re-parchosed Glenrath in 1729, and in 1747 appears to have been negociating for the purchase 
ef a property in Dumfriesshire. 

Early in lost century lead ore was found on his property, which, on being submitted to the inspec- 
tion of scientific men, and practical mineiB, was pronounced to be of a " quality to produce both load and 
ajlver," Miners from Wanlockhead (Leadhills), in Dumfriesshire, were employed to search for a vein ; 
but, according to local tradition, were supposed to have been bribed. The minerals were leased to 
" Stanhope the younger," but were never worked. 

He lived in the exciting times of the " Jacobite risings " in tho " Fifteen " and " Forty-five." when 
the eon, and grandson, of James VII. endeavoured unsuccessfully to recover the throne of their 
Ancestors. Like many other landed proprietors in the south of Scotland he took no active part in the 
political struggle of the period, although his sympathies, like those of nearly all tlie families with 
which he was allied, were in favour of the exiled Stuarts, Several cadets of the family were however 
implicated in these " risings," and soffea^d both in Ufa and fortune by their adherence to the political 
principles of their ancestors, for

Mr. Bnmett married in 1725, Anna, second daughter of John Veitoh of Dawyck, Presenter of 
Signatures in his Miyesty's Exchequer, and hia spouse, Margaret Hisbet. 

Mr. Yeitch was son of John Veitch of Dawyck, Knight (of " the ancient Tweeddale family of that 
Dame"),t and his spouse. Christian, daughter of James Nasmyth of Posso. 

Margaret Nisbet was daughter of James Niabet of Whitehouso, son of Philip Kisbet of Lodykirk, 
" a man eminent for learning and loyalty,"X who was son of Thomas (third son of Nishet of Nisbot,

JAMES BUBKEIT, eldest surviving son of the foregoing:, succeeded hia father in 1771, He 
was educated for the Scottish Bar, and in 1756 was apprenticed to David Anderson, W.S., Ediubuigh, 
where bo allowed great ability, and gave promise of rising to a hi^'h position in his profession. Un- 
fortunately, however, his tuates nut lying in that direction, he abandoned the law, and retired to Bon- 
niugton, a small property near Peebles, derived from a maternal ancestor, where he led a country 
life, until he succeeded to the estate of Bams. lie was a man of retiring habits, and literary 
tastes, an accoujpliahed classical scholar, and formed a handsome library for a country gentlo- 
mau of his time. Further than erecting the present mansion (in 1775-6) be does not appear to 
have continued the improvements commenced by his liither ; and a great portion of the property 
was let in small farms, badly cultivated, to tenants who had been on the estate for several 
generations, and who paid tlieir reuta, irregularly, lu " kail)," " carriages," and other feudal cuatoma. 
He WHS, perhaps, one of the last of the old Scottish gentry of family and popition, who retained a ro- 
mantic attachment to the then hopeless cause of the Stuarts, the final overthrow of which he had 
witnesed in 1745-6. He never occupied any position under Government requiring of him the oath of 
Bllegianoe to the reigm"ng house of Hanover. These harmless peculiarities, however, were merely the 
expiring embers of a feeling now extinct, and then existing only in a few old Jacobite families who 
cherished the memories and traditions of the cavaliers of byegone days. He lived, however to see his 
descendants wear " the livery of the Elector of Hanover," as the old Jacobite ladies of the time irrevo- 
reutly termed the uniform of the reigning King (George III.). He was a rigid adherent of the Scottish 
Episcopal Church, and member of a nonjuring congregation, who held their meetings in a small build- 
ing in Carmbber'a Close, Edinburgh. Preachers in Episcopal " Meeting-houses," as they were termed, 
were then regarded with great suspicion by Govemment, as being all in favour of the House of Stuart, 
and they were required to take the oaths, and pray for the king by name. These atatutea, although DO 
longer having a political raiton d'etre, are still unrepealed." Leading the easy life of a country gentle- 

•MuijamiiiiDguiecdoles were retattd o[ thoae (puticulul; theold Jacobite ladiei) who, forced to compW outwudlj 
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man, on a limited rental, un supplemented by any profewional income (a* moat of the proprietors in 
the connty at that time were), he appears to have found it desirable, in the early part of the present 
oentury (1607), to dispose of an outlying portion of his property situated in an adjoining parish. Of 
this, a neighbouring proprietor was anxious to become poseeseed. The negociations were not however 
at that time carried through, although some years later (in 1824) this part of the property passed into 
other hands. 

In 1810, Mr. Burnett being advanced in years, and being further incapacitated from attending to 
bnsinoss froia an affection of his eyes — which ultimately deprived him of sight, — leased the whole 
ostate of Barns to his eldest son and successor for £1,000 a year, reserving to himself for life, the 
mansion-house, gaidens, and tliat portion of the estate which comprised the home farm. Iluviog uq< 
fortunately become involved as security for a near relative to a considerable amount, a sale of the 
estate was contemplated in 1S15, to enable him to meet the claims upon him, and to provide for his 
aniDarried daughters, his great age and infirmities rendering him incapable af the exertion necessary 
to extricat« bimself from bis difHcuIties. To prevent the estate passing out of the family, {in wbioh it 
had been for so many generations), an arrangement was made whereby bis oldest sod assumed the pro- 
perty, with all its liabilities, as well as the peroooal debts for which he had made himself responsible ; 
and an actual sale and disposition of the whole estate of Bams was made in his favour — Mr. Burnett, 
the elder, reserving to himself an annuity (in this case of £500), the use of tho mansion-house, garden, 
and home farm, also settling a sum as provision for his daughters, secured on the estate. The result 
of this arrangement will appear hereafter. 

Mr. Burnett married, on the 27th July 1775, Janet, second daughter of John Moir, merchant in 
Edinburgh, of the Moirs of Lochend, (descended from the Moire of Leckie), and his wife, Janet 
Gellatly (of the Gellatlys in the north). They had—

James Burnett died at Bams on the 19th November 1820, in bis 84th year, (his wife, Janet 
Moir, having predecuased him), and was succeeded by his eldest son, 

JAMES BUENETT, of Bums, a Deputy- Lieutenant and Mngiatmte for the County of Peebles. 
He held a iJonimissiou as Captain in the Fourth (or Dumfriesshire) Regimentof North British Militis, 
from the date of its embodiment for permanent duty in 179'i, until it was disbanded after the Peace of 
Amiens iu 1802. When the war broke out in the following year, he was solicited by the Dake of 
BuRcIeuch, his former Colonel, to Bssume the command of a company in his regiment. He wm also 
iirfjed by Lord Elibank, the Lord Lieutenant of the Connty, to accept the Majority of the Peeblesshire 
Vulun1e<>r«, which were raised nt the mme time ; but ho declined both offers, having meanwhile em- 
barki-d iu other puisuit-s, which required his undivided attention. Mr. Burnett took a praminent part 
in the manngrment of local aflairs, and was one of the principal promoters of agricultural improvemenis 

ITBfl. li« w« promoted to the rank of Impector-GMieral, and Bccompiinied Qeaeml SirEalph Alirreronibio in nil his opar*- 
tiont in tba West Indies. In I'Hli, hn wns caltod upon hj bia Bural Highnes the Cumniander-iD-Chief to resume his 
funnsr jtMition in Nortli nollnnd, nrhore hr hid the misfurtune to hare hia leg broken. Before he had quite reeovered

L Jakes — bom 2nd February 1804, Writer to the Signet ; and Attomey-at-Law, Georgetown, 
Demerara, where he died, unmarried, on the 6th December 1836, in his 32nd year. 
IL Robert Lkb — bom 23rd March 1805, Captain in the 54tli Regiment of Bengal Native 
Infantry. He entered the service of the Honourable East Company on the 23rd March 
1821, and served in India for 32 years, during which time he saw much active service 
in Burmab, AfTghanistan, and other parts of India. During the Burmese war it fell 
twice to his lot to escort treaaiire to Aflsam, and on both occasions he promptly volon- 
teered his services against the enemy. On Brigadier Shelton's Brigade being ordered to 
proceed to Cabul, Captain Burnett was nominated Bngade-Major, the duties of which 
office be performed with so much zeal and energy, as to procure him an appointment in 
the service of Shah Soojah. Shortly after his arrival in Afghanistan, he was directed 
to join and assume temporary command of the 5th Regiment of the Shah'a Infantry at 
Condahar; but a paucity of officers in his own corps (the 54th N.L), led to his being 
ordered to return to Cabul. In attempting to comply with this command, ho was at- 
tacked by the enemy, and the small force he had with him nearly destroyed. He 
managed, however, to make good his retreat to Guznee, where, owing to the extreme 
hostility of the neighbouring tribes, he was compelled to remain. During the subse- 
quent siege, be did duty with the 27th B.N.T., and was severely wounded on the head 
by a rifle ball, wldcb deprived him of one of his eyes. On the capitulation of the gar- 
rison he, in common with the other surviving officers, fell into the hands of the enemy, 
with whom he remained, until rescued together with the other prisoners, when en route 
to Turkistan. His own corps (51th N.I.) having been destroyed in the catastrophe 
of last year. Captain Burnett volunteered his services, during the return of General 
Pollock's army, to the 16lh N I. Notwithstanding tlie triumphant career of that 
avenging army, some brisk onslaughts were made upon our retiring troops by the 
hardy and ruthless tribes whose defiles they traversed. On tlio 18th October 1842, 
in repelling one of these attacks, Captain Burnett was severely wounded at Jug- 
duUock— " the last of three wounds honourably taken in action in Affghanistan." He 
lingered from that time till the 29th January following, when he died at Ferozepore, in 
his SUth year. Il is worthy of remark, that on each occssion when Captain Burnett was 
wounded, ho was serving as a volunteer. A monument was erected to his memory at 
Ferozepore, by his brother ofiicera, " to mark their sense oj his bravery and worth." He 
held several medals commemorative of hU services.

James Burnett died at Mayrille, Ayrshire, on the 20th June 1855, in his 80th year, and wao 
interred in the family burial place, at Manner, Peeblesshire. His wife, Christian Catherine Lee, also 
died at Mayville, on the 21at February 1856, and was interred at Stevenston, Ayrahire. 

It hna already been shewn, that when Mr. Burnett took the nianayement of the property into hia 
own hands it waa heavily encumbered. At that time, however, everything connected with agriculture 
was in a most prosperous condition, and was considered favourable for improving the estate, which had 
latterly been much neglected. Stimulated by the high prices in the early part of the present century, 
the general improvements in the county which had been begun about 1750 or 17G0 were greatly ex- 
tended J but these being effected chiefly by means of capital derived from professional pursuits, inde- 
pendent of rental, the reault proved hinhly favourable to those proprietors who were in a position to 
await the issue of their outlay. Unfortunately, these favourable prospects did not continue long, for 
at the close of the continental war there was a great reaction, the value of agricultural products de- 
clined, in which rents, and everything connected with land, necessarily participated. 

Mr. Burnett having, during the course of bis operations, laid out large sums in building, enclosing, 
draining, and planting, and other necessary outlays, for which purpose, having httle spare capital 
of liis own, and not having any wealthy rektives, or connections {as the family had in former times) 
to aid him, he had to raise money on the estate, as the improvements progressed. In consequence of 
heavy interest, and other adverse circumstanceB, he found himself considerably embarrassed, and, in 1824, 
sold an outlying portion of the property (Bonnington), situated in the parish of Peebles, which tempo- 
larily relieved the estate of some pressing difficulties. These appear, however, to have been only tided 
over for the time, and in consequence of some unforseen misfortunes, he found it necessary, with the 
advice of his friends, to place his affairs in the hands of trustees, in the hope that, by careful manage- 
ment, (his personal espensea being now much reduced, nearly all his sons having gone to push their 
fortunes abroad), the most pressing claims miglit be paid off. A sale was, however, forced in 1838, at 
a most unfavourable time, ainco which the value of landed property has continued to advance. 



Thus, after EQAoy vicisiiitudes of fortune, the family of Burnett of Bams ceased to be 
proprietors in Peeblesahire, where they had long filled a prominent position, uid with 
which they had been connected for so many centuries. 



The family of Burnett of Bametland and Bams is now represented by William Burnett, 
Hay Lodge, Peeblessbire, the third and eldest surviving son of the above James Burnett of 
Barns, and Christian Catherine Lee, hia wife. 




L' \\nA been trruneDU^ly siip[]Osud by some recent geueologists tliat tlm DauiM uf llernanj, 
ItuntiirJ, Burnaad, Barnart, Orenarde, and others, which were to be foaud in the South of 
H<;otiuDcl in early times, were of the same family as the Burnetts of Bams in Peebitsakire ; 
and that " William Brenarde of Barnis," whose name appears in 1585, was also of this family. There 
is nothing, however, to BUpport euch a theory, as noiio of the above names are fouml t-o occur in the 
Bams Papers, which date from the fourteenth century. 

The " [tuEiNBT nf Barns" in Peeblesshire in 1585 was served heir to his fatht'T (aUu William 
Baruet) ou the 21at April 15T5, and lived to a great age — uutil heyond the middle iif the following 
century. In the extract from the Register of Retoura of the County of Peebles he is described as 
'' Oailielmiu barnet lajilimiu el projiiiu/atir lueres prie/ati quondaTtt OmlUmui! buriiet de /«iv«w jmtris 

The Retour is made before " Onilielmus Murray de Romano, Yicecomitatem deputatum dicti Viu«- 
comitatus de Peblia," in presence of the following witnesses: — " Jacobum patersoun de Caverhill, 
Guilielm Watch de Kingsyde, Jacobum dicksoun in Kirktoun, Jacobum hay tutonuu do hayfiold, 
JoaoHPrn Govan de Cardrona, Guilieimus Sl«wart de Caperutoun, Robertum dickaoun de Ormistoun, 

Thomam portionarum de , Joannem (.'ockbum de , Tbomam Sandi- 

lunda de Bold, Ale>Landrum Lauder de Haithpule, Joanuem Wod, Joannem BuUo, Guilielmiis Lowis, 
et patriciam Newton, Comhurgenaea de Peblis," &c. — ISamg Papere. 

" William Bbbsardb of Barnis" cannot therefore be identified as the William Buniet of BaruA 
in PeeUeMhire of that period. Neither am the designation " of BsmiH " fix the locality, as the name 
of Bams is common in Scotland, and was formerly the designation of several familiea of iia[H)rtance 
there. I have now before me a list of twenty places of that name, which is derived from the Anglo- 
Saxon " Berern," a place where Bere (Barley) was stored. Such places are supposed to have formerly 
been church lands, and to designate the site of the Bams where the Monks stored their tithes. 

SiRGeoROK Mackknzib, in his Seienre of Heraldry (p. 91), writea : — "Thus the Laird of Aii- 
ttrulher gives two hands grasping a Pi>le-a3r, with the word Prriiiwrm ni periiftem , because bis pre- 
decessor (as is commonly reported) did strike off the head of the Laird of Bitrim with a PiJe-oxe, when 
he was coming to hia house with an intention to kill him." To which I-airti of Bams it was to whom 
Mackenrio refers there is no information ; hut neither family tradition, nor family pni>er3, record any 
such incident in the history of the Burnetts of Barns in Peeblesshire. 

The name of the Bams family — so far back as it can be traced — is spelt Bunui ox de Burnetpillu, 
until the aoventeenth century, when anothpr final t was added, 
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jBH^ESIDES the Buroetta of BaniB, there were hranchea of the same family at diffarent periods, 
^b9 propriebors in Peeblesshire and the neighbouring counties.

"WILLIAM BURNETT, Trkasdkek-Clere. — His loyalty and strong attachment to the house of 
Stuart are shown in a Will which he made in April 166C, preparatory to going out aa second is a duel 
for his cousin. Lord Linton. As this document bears upon that circumstance, and is also illustiative 
of the maimer of " following " then prevalent in Scotland, eome extracts from it, also copy of the 
original challenge, are here inserted : — 

Tor Mr. Murray, brother to my Lord Elibank. 
" Sir, — Seeing you reused my last Commission to you, which was satisfaction to be taken and 
given by orselves, single allon, or double, with ane witness for aither off us. I have received your 
Commission from Mr, Windram, which, as for the manner olf arms, and quality of persons, was att 
length fondly accepted off. Bot, finding myself disapoynted of those gentilmen I intended to make 
use of, I am resolved now, in this particular, to trouble friends no more, but to satisfy you and the 
world of my clearness and willingness to take and receive satisfaction, I doe heirby proffer, and, upon 
your acceptance, will make it good to meit you allon, with the same nature and quality off arms, on 
tuesday next, 29th of this Instant, att the same place spoken off 'twixt Mr. Windram and me, where 
we shall make a decision of the contraversie. And because the rest of your friends conceaves them- 
selves a lyke interest in the matter, I doe heirby offer by myselff, a lyke satisfaction. In the first 
Taesday off May. I doe ingadge to meitt and answer ane off your number, and on the second Tuesday 
off May I shall attend ane other off yor number, and on the third Tuesday off May I shall attend the 
third off yor ingadgit freinds, at the same place, or elsewhere, as the party concerned, according to 
choice or lot sltall think fitt, lyfo and health sorveing. This single way of satisfaction, being the clearest 
construction of true honour and valor, least occasion of noycs, and losse of discourse. Iff it shall be 
refused lett the world Judge, and all gentilmen off honor and arms whose the fault is, and I take my 
hazard, but iff accepted, I am, Your Servant, Lintok. 

"Traqr., Apryll SS" 

On the hack of the letter is written — " The principall challenge was carried by me to the said 
person, and a defiance maid by his brother, 25th Apryll 1656, and what follows Itt, God and the 
world will know. W. Burnett." 



This " defiance " seems to have been considered as equivalent to an acceptance of the challenge, 
and as seconds in those days took a more active part iik the duel than the "laws of honour" now 
require (generally themselves engaging as well as their principals), the Treasuier-CIerk set about 
putting his house in order, and the follovring are eome extracts from his Will :^- 

" SEEING thece is nothing more certain than death, and the hour uncertain, and I being about 
to hazard my life for the honour of the Lord Linton, and at his desire as his kinsman (which in worldly 
respects cannot be shunned)} Therefore, if the Lord shall magnify himself in destroying me, a worm, 
and cast me away in the sin of presumption for this, and my other sins, I Will and Declare, to my 
wife and children, never to quarrell it, for it ia without malice. Next, I Will and Declare, for my 
worldly estate, which is in a very sod condition, that she be sole Tutrix during her widowhood and 
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single life, and desires her to bring up my eon William to be a Schollar ; and the rest, to give them 
virtuous education according to ber ability, and that (if she can) to this efTect, would live single, and 
if not, that she raarrie none to pmy on her joynter, but 8uch as is able of theraselvea to live, and help 
her and her cliildren to live. Item, I appoint her sole Executrix, to intromit with and dispone upon 
my moveables so fur as they will roach," &c Then follows a list of debts due to and by him, which 
he instracta his Executrix to settle. 

" llem, I Will roy Brother to be kind and carefuU of my wife and children, and my wife to be care- 
full of her children, and her children to be loving, obedient, and dutifuil to their mother, and kind 
and charitable to all friends, as they would desire God his blessing, and bring honour and good report 
to themselves, and the memory of me, their Father. And if roy eldest Son lire to come to perfect 
jrears, I desire him be careful! to match him to a good sort of people, or honorable and honest 
family, for the recovery of his distressed fortune T may haply now le-ave to him, [which is more 
ancient than great,) and for rolieff and provision of sisters ; and, if he shall die, and be gathered with 
the saints of God's people departed, before that time, then I appoint my daughter, Henrietta, to marrie 
ay brother's son William, and faitzing of him, his brother James, and she and her said spouse (if 
•0 God provide) to provide her sisters to competent portions, viz.. Christian to 4,000 mks.. Agnes 
to 3,OU0 mks, Marie to 3,000 mks., and Marjipret to 2,000 mka., extending in all to 12,000 or 
thereaways ; my estate to go to the said Henrietta, or her next sister, failzing of her, upon the pro- 
vision foresaid, and to marrie, if possible, one of my name and family moat competent, and convenient 
at the sight of friends, for making it stand in the name, which is my most sincere desire (with sub- 
mission to the will of my Creator, who hath measured out their lines, and letten this place to my pre* 
docessors and me above these thrie hundred years). Item, I Will and Desire my son and successor 
to follow the house of Traquair, so long as they stand to follow and seek God in his ways, and so far 
as they honour and stand for the Righteous King Charles the Second, Righteous heir by birth of 
Great Britain ; and I desire him to forget to live, before he forget my principles in this matter, becansa 
he has the word of God for it, that kind of authority, and because the law of thir nations, and his 
biithright confirm, and I never followed those principles for gain worldly, or by respects, but for con- 
science sake ; and if so he does, I trust God he shall reap in joy what I have sown in tears, and sntTer- 
ings, when God shall return that race to their antient authority. Hem, 1 Will and Desire my Lord 
Traquair and his successors to befriend and patronise my son and his successors, because of the many 
tyes of following, and tye of blood now we have had from them ; and for this last foUowing, if so it 
shall please God I be past away in my sin of presumption at this time in witnessing my Lord Linton's 
honour. And this I Will to stand, wishing all defects may he taken in good part, and all clauses 
needfull not here included, may be taken as expressed, and for more verification hereof, I have written 
and subscribed thir presents with ray hand, at Barns, this hut of Apryll, 1656. W. ItunsETT." 

" Mcmnmndum, for my wife to compt with all roy tennants, and what they have any discharge 
for to allow, for they got discharges for everything I received. Gorin Burnet bos received severall 
Hums from me and my tennants as his discharges will clear in my hand, and my tennant's hands, 
eonfiimie to a compt made within this eight days at Ilonnington, and conform to discharges under his 
hand in my letter cosf-, which should be carefully preserved. Item, Carefully to keep Mr. Alexander 
Biimefs discharge in my letter ca^e of eleven thousand marks, and to compt with him at ray brother 
Jolin his sight, and to got up the Bond oat of his hand, for it was for thir sums I took off Gavin 
Iturnot and my brother John. More I would aihl, but has not time." 



JAMES BURNETT was proprietor of Bams in 1745, when Prince Charles's army paaserl througli 
Peeblesshire, on their march to England. Most of his live stock had previously been removed intj 
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Me^et, and aome of the remotB districta cpf the county, in oider to ensure its safety, and a eolitarj 
horse with a cart, heing all they could fall in with ctipable of being easily transported, were carried off 
by the HighlandeiB, Mr. B. applied to a kinsman, then in the Frince's army, in order to have them 
restored, and the following ia copy of his reply :— 

"To James Burnet, of Barnes, at his house of Earns. 

" Dear Sir, — Fve just now the pleasure of hearing of your being weel ; as to my seeing you last 
night, I forsaw (as I told you) 'twould be impracticable, qlk it really was, but wilt make ap that loss, 
if ever it please God I return. 

" Te may rely there is nothing more shocking to me than the daily loss the country autaiiu, in 
and through (I can call them nothing but Banditti.) 

" If one of my men had orders from me on you : and ye may beliere /ed been the last of five 
thousand I'd given orders on. If I can anywise see your horse in the army, he shall be sent ; but in 
the utmost hurry I have only time to add, that with the greatest esteem and real truth, I am. Dear 
Chief, Your most obedient and obliged Servant, Jok: Burnkt. 

" Manse of Drummelzier, Wednesday, 10 o'Clock," 

This letter hears the following indorsation, in the handwriting of James Burnett, the then pro- 
prietor of Bams : — " Missive, Captain John Bumot, dated at Drummelaer, when the Prince's annie 
past to England, Novembet 1745." 

In The Cdkdonian Mereury of 13th January I74G, among the " List of Scots Rebel officers, 
token at Carlisle, 1745," there is Captain John Burnet, Colonel Grant's Regiment. 

The following is a letter &om him during his confinement in London : — 

" To Mr. Burnet, of Bams, 

" Dear Sir, — 'Tis thought necessary by my friends here, notwithstanding the attestations from 
the Iforth in my favour, to see if I can vouch from any creditable people that 1 showed lenity to the 
king's subjects, qlk will much strengthen my defence, with respect to my being compelled into this 
unlucky afiair. 

" Your writing and mentioning (which ia fact) of my returning horse, qlk others more sanguine 
took away from the subjects, or qt else your better judgment may dictate on my behalf, will be a 
means of preserving a life, which gratitude, as well as friendship, will tie me to make devoted to, Dear 
Sir, Your ever obliged and obt. humble Servant, Jon : Bobmkt. 

" London, SOtli Augiitt 174.6. 

" N.B. — Direct for John Buniet, of Campfield, care of Mr. Guthrie, Duke's Court, St. Martin's 
Lone, London. I must repeat I've a dependance on you, farewell, and expect you'll lose no time." 

To which the following certificate was returned : — 

" Those are declaring that when the Rebells were in this country, Mr. John Burnet, of Camp6eld, 
was along with them, who not only did all in his power to prevent the Highlanders from committing 
any abuses, but obliged them to pay for what they got ; particularly they took both com and straw 
from other Tennents, as well as me, for which Mr. Bumet procured payment. They likewise carried 
off some horses and carts, which the said Mr. Bumet caused to be returned. That his deportment in 
general was civil and obliging, and that the country was much obliged to him, is attested by 

"TnOHAB TwBEDIE, TennerU in Kingtedoree. 
" Abdrbw Morderson, in Drumehiar. 
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"That Thomnfl Tweedie, Tennent id Kingledoree, and Andrew MordeTson, in Drameliiar, ue 

well affected to government in church and state, is attested by me, , minifter of the 

gospel at Drumelziar, September, 1746." 

Mr. B. was afterwards acquitted, and returoed to the North in September, 1748. 

Mr. Burnett, though taking no activo part, appears to have been much interested in the political 
moveiuenta of his day. Among a great many letters on the subject — now interesting — are accounts by 
eye-witneeses of the battles of Falkirk, Prestonpans, Culloden, and other important events, too long 
for insertion here. 



AN ACCOUNT OF SOME OF THE PRINCrPAL FAMaiES WITH WHOM THE 
BURNETTS HAVE INTERMARRIED. 



CAVERHILL. — There ia a Charter, by Robert Duke of Albany, Earl of Fife and Monteith, to 
William, son of William Watson of Cranstoun, and Janet his spouse, daughter of John de Caverhill 
(John Caverhill of that Hk), dated at Edinburgh, Uth March 1409.— fleffiVrum Ma<pn Sigilli. 

Gbobob Caverhill. of that Ilk, obtains charter of the lands of Nether Crailing, with mill and 
mill lands, in the Barony of Crailing and Sheriffdom of Roxburgh, from Cranstoun of that Ilk, 
superior thereof, ia October 1446. — Barm Papers. 

On Hth August 1472, Mabiot C&verhill and George Davidson, her second husband, resign the 
same into the hands of Cranstoun of that Ilk, the superior, in favour of Jobv Burnbt, ion of the tsnd 
Mariot, for a new infeftment in favour of her son, John Borset of Burnetland. — Ibid. 

On 14th November 1498, Elspeth Caverhill and Patrick Dickison, her husband, give a tack of 
part of Caverhill and other lands in the Barony of Manner to her cousin, John Burhet of that Ilk. 

In April 1500, Jolin Lowes of Castlehill gave a new tack of the same lands to John BnttHBT, 
they having faUen into his (Lowes) hands by waird ; and in August, the same year, William Ingles 
of Mardiston renews the tack to John Bciiset, hig guidton, the lands having fallen into his hands by 
decease of Elspeth CaverhilL — Ibid. 

On the 4th April 1559, Joaskes CiVEnmtL, hnres Jacobi Cavekhill de Foulecke patris (is 
infeft) in terris de Foulecke (or Foulage). — Inquigitione* Oeneralet. 

Jacobus Htewart, hteres Jkannx Caverhill, matris (is infeft) in terris et annuls reditibus de 
Foulecke (Foulage). — Ibid. 

On a2nd March 1683, William Govan of Cardronu, heir of John, his father, is infeft in (with 
other properties) the garden in the borough of Peebles called " Cavkrhillis Yajrdb."— Ibid. 

The name seems to di^ippear from the county after this time. 

VEITCH. — " There is an ancient family with us, in the shire of Tweeddale, of the sumanii 
Yacb, pronounced now Veitch, designed of Dawick, the chief of the name." " It ia said that one of 
this family was very much assistant to King Robert the Bruce in his extremities, by briuging into his 
camp a herd of cows from the enemy, for which he was called Vach. 

" However serviceable he was to the King, I rather think that these arms (a cow's head erased) 
are carried as speaking to the name Yacli, or Vacca, a cow. I have seen a Charter of Archi1>ald Earl 
of Douglas, of the lands of North Sinton, which he grants ' delicto armigero iiostro Boruabe le Vach de 
Dauyk, anno, \i07.' "—yUbel. VoL I, p. 334. 

The following tradition, connected with one of this family, is given in the Introduction to the 
MinatrtUji of the Seotfith Border:— 

" Veitch of Dawyk, a man of great strength and bravery, who flourished in the I6lb century, waa 
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upon bad terms with a Deighbonring proprietor, Tweedio of Dnimelidar. By eome accident, a flock of 
Dawyk'a sheep had strayed over into Drumclziar'e grounds, at the time when Dickie of the Den, a 
Liddleadale outlaw, was making his roitnds in Twceddale. Seeing thin flock of sheep, he drove them 
off without ceremony. Next morning, Veitch perceiving bis loss, Bununoned hia aervants and re- 
tainers, laid a blood honnd upon the traces of the robber, hy whom they were guided for many miles, 
till, on the banks of Liddel, he stayed upon a very large hay stack. The pursuers were a good deal 
■urpriaod at the obstinate pause of the blood bound, till Dawyk pulled down some of the hay, and dis- 
covered a large excavation, containing the robbers and their spoil. He instantly flew upon Dickie, and 
was about to poinnrd him, when the Marauder, with the address noticed by Leslie, protested that he 
wouhl never have touched a etoot (hoof) of thera had he not taken them for Dnuneliiar'e property. 
This dexterous appeal to Voitch'a jiasaions saved the life of the freebooter." 

pRocLAKiTiON BT Jaues VI., KiNQ Of ScDTUND. — Bums Papers:— 
" JAMES PiEX. — Right trustie and right well beloved Coueingilla and Counsellors we Greet you 
weel : Whereas we understand that the deadly Feid betwixt Vcitches and Tweedies is as yet unraconciled, 
and our peace keept betwixt them only by the means of renewing of assurances from time to time : 
But since we came so far by great pains in our person, enduring our stay there, and by our continual 
direction sensyne suppressed that monster within that kingdom, so wee do bardly think that there be 
any one Feid except tliis in all that kingdome unreconciled, and the wrongs and mischiefs done by 
either of them, as we understand to othero being in such a proportion of a compensation as neither 
party can either boost of advantage, or otherwayes think himself too much behind — Therefore our 
l)leaaure and will is, that yon call before you the principalis of either surname, and then take such 
course of the removing of the Feid, aud reuoDciling, as you have been accustomed in like cases : And 
whnsoevor shall disobey your commands and direction yoti shall comitt them Prisoners, and certifie us 
thereof, to the efiect we may return unto you our farther pleasure and will therein ; and so bid you 
fitreweel. From our Court at Greenwich, tenth of March 1611. 

" To our right trustie ond well beloved Cousins and Counsellore — the Earle of Dumferm- 

line, Lord. Chancellor, and remanent Lords and others of our Privy Council, in our 

Kingdome of Scotland." 



INGLES. — " In the 6th year of King Robert Third's reign, William Ingles got from that King 
the Barony of Manor, for killing Thomas de Struthers, an Englishman, as the charter bean : — ' In 
remuntralinngm /aeli nobiUe, vizt,, tnler/eetionia Thoma de Stmtheri angliei militit quern Mj>er 
marehii* in duello inler/eeil.' " 

" Thomas Inglia of Manor made an excumhion of his lands of Brtmksholm, Branshaugh, Goldy- 
hindfl, Quitluu, Quitrig, Todahawhills, and Todshaw-wood, which he held of the Douglases, with 
Sir Walter Scut of Murthoustoun, for the lands of Murthouatan and Heartwood, lying in the Barony 
of llothwell, and shire of Lanark, as by the charter of e.xuumbion, dated at Edinburgh, 23rd July, 
mt'>, in which ho is designed * Nobilis Vir Tkoma* InglM de Manners^ and afterwards he and his 
family, in other writs, were designed Domini tU Murlhom/oan, or Murdiatou," — Nitbet, VoL i., p. 83. 



HAY, formerly of Locharret and Yeeter, now represented by the Marquis of Tweeddale. The 
anuoHtor of this ancient family is said to have accompanied William the Conqueror Irom France, 1066. 
The name * Sienr de la ilaya ' is to bo found in the list of followers of the Conqueror ; and a I.ord- 
■hip of tho SBRio denomination, also families bearing the name and arms of the Hays in Scotland, are 
to he found in Normandy. 

This family got the lands of Noidpath, in Peeblesshire, by marriage with the Frazers, to whom it 
bttlongud, and remained lu their possession until it passed into the hands of the Queensberry family in 
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1686. The Hays of Locharret and Yeater were hereditary aheriSa of Peeblossbire till 1747, when 
hereditury jurisJictiona were abolished. They were created Lord Hay of Yeater in 1487, Earl of 
Tweeddale in 1646, and Marquis of Tweeddale in 1692. 

RUTHERFORD.— The Rutherfords of Kidheugh were probably a branch of the Rutherfonia of 
that Ilk. 

Adah Rutuekford of Kidheugh (or Kidhillhaugh) waa succeeded hy hia aon 

William, who, in 154G, redeems third part of Caverhill, Uoawellsykea, Over Glack, and Sour- 
lands, from Murray of Blnckbarony, into whose hands they had fallen by wairdj and in 1550 John 
Lowes and Margnret Lundie, relict of David Hoppringle, superior of the lands, grants Precept of 
Sasine for infefting the said William Rutherford in the above lands. He was suuceeded by hia sou, 

BoBEBT, who was succeeded by 

Adam, son and heir of the above Robert. He married Janet, daughter of William Burnet of 
Bams and Isobel Hay his wife, who was infeft in the above lands in liferent in 1574. 

John, great-grandaon of Robert, was infeft in the above landa, which, in 1628, he resigns into 
the bands of William Burnet of Bams and his son John, the immediate superiors. — Barm Papera. 

STEWART. — " The first of the family of Stewarts of Traquair was James Stewart, son of Jaraea 
Stewart, first Earl of Buchan, who by marrying Catherine Rutherford, one of the daughters sud 
co-heira of Rutherford of that Ilk, in the reign of James IV,, got the lands of Traquair and 
others." "Prom him was lineally descended Sir John Stewart, created a Lord Baron in 1628,

for his loyalty to fly to Holland, where he killed Dorislaus, a Dutch lawyer, who drew up the wicked 
indictment against King Charles L" — Nubet, Vol. L, p. 368. 

" Walter Whitford, son of James Whitford of that Ilk, was first minister of Monkland and sub- 
dean of Gla^ow, then rector of Moffat, and retained hia deanery in Commendand. In 1 620 he was 
made Doctor of Divinity, and In September 1634 he was consecrated Bishop of Brechin, in which see 
he continued until he was deprived by the Assembly in 1638, adet which he fled into England, as 
being reckoned a forward man for the Liturgy and Book of Canona; and there he died in 1643."

This gentleman was, after his releasement, made a Knight hy King David Bruce, 
in the year 1357, and having manied the eldest daughter and heir of the renowned and ever justly 
celebmted patriot and hero.

BURNET OF CARLOPS.— The first of this hranch of the fiunily is supposed to have been Ah 
kiider Burnet, Advocate, son of William Burnet of Bnrns, who held the office of Treasurer- Clerk of 
Scotland in the reign of Charles I. from early in the I7th century until 1639. 

In family docuraenti;, dated lOth December IG56, "Alexander Burnet, eldeot son and executor of 
Alexander Burnet of CarlojM, and Margaret Il&y, his mother and tutrix," are mentioned. The some 
names frequently occur in family papers between that date and 1680. 

Doctor Alexander Pennicuik, in his "Daecription of Tweeddale," pnblixhed in 1715, writes (p. 9, 
old edition): — "Then Cario[>8, belonging to Archibald Burnet, eldest son to the deceased Alexander 
Burnet, and grandchild lo Mr. Alexander Burnet, Advocate, whoso purchase it was itom Meuzies of 
Weem." 

On the calling out of the Militia in 1689, Archibald Burnet of Carlops was Major in the Edin- 
burgh Regiment ; and the name of Archibald Burnet of Carlops appeals in the hat of the Commis. 
sioners of Supply fur the County of Edinburgh in the reign of Queen Anne, in 1704. Mr. Burnet of 
Carlope joined "the risings" in favour of the Stuarts in 1718, but mai the fate of many other 
and devoted men who rbked life and fortune for the causa. 

The following are extracts from a history of the period, also of a paper left by Mr. Burnet 
he was executed for being in arms at Preston in the Jacobite cause ; — 

"The Earl of Islay, iu pursuance of his firm leal for the present establishment of the Prot«stant 
•uccession, had been all thia while exerting bia vigihiuce to the utmost at Edinburgh in dispersing 
and seizing all he could meet with that were known to be disaffected to his M^'esly's person and 
govemraent; and but some short time before this, had the good fortune to balHe an attempt that was 
mode by about 200 armed Jacobites to seize the Town-guanl, and put the city iu confusiou, by getting 
hold of Burnet of Carlnpt and some other of the ringleaders at the place of rcnduivous, but a few hours 
before the plot was to be put in execution." — Hiatory of the HebelHon raited againit hit Mnjenty King 
Oeorge Inj the Friendt nf tiM Popish Pretender, ^e., printed at Dumfnet bj/ Rof-a-t Roe, 1718, p. 233. 

"The llehela haviui; arrived at Langholm that evening (Sunday, 30th October 1714), sent off in 
the night time a strong detachment, consisting of about 400 horse, commanded by the Earl of Corn- 
warth, who arrived at Ecclefechan on Monday, the lust of October, long before day, with ordera to go 
and to dismount at Ecclefechan till further orders ; which were brought them si>on aft«r by Mr. Bvmai 
of Carlopt, and then they took quarters," — Jhid., p. 276.

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"The Court sata at Liverpool on the 20th of Janaary, when the trjals began, and by the 9th of 
Pebniary the seventy -four persons iu the following Lst were try'd, in the same order as they are het«

" In tiio above account I have deaigni>d none of th« Scots but Carlope, not knowing their deaigna- 
tions or place of their abode. About 1 7 of these, and 1 2 of the English, were gentlemen. Some of 
'em mode speechea at tho place of execution. Moncaater's was very penitent, but the epeeches of nio«t 
of the rest were of a piece with their former practice." 

"Tho iirst of those were executed at Preston on the 28th January, and Shuttleworth's head eet 
upon a poll there and the Town Hall, Ac, and finaUy they ordered Mr. Burnet, llr. Collingwood, 
John Hunter, and another, to be executed at Liverpool,."— /6i' J. 

" A paper left by Mr. Burnet of Carlopa, sometime before be waa executed for being in anna at 
Preaton, with a letter from him to his friend the publiejier"; — 

"10th January 1715/16. 

" My dear Comrad, — I find your friendship and good wishes have not abandoned me in my dis- 
tress ; but I am afraid the method you kindly advise me to follow in order to a pardon, will neither 
answer your expectation, nor my hihour. You say the Government will find it its interest in making 
friends by clemency ; no doubt you judge right in the main, but perhaps you mistake the peculiar 
complexion of this Government. 

" Powers founded on justice may flourish in clemency, but those acquired by force, or fraud, ar« 
commonly maintaiued fay violence. In the case of a Rightful sovereign, he comes into the world th« 
common ffuther of his people. He bos no eontiuest to make of their offectiona. Ilia breath and their 
own interest entitles him to it. Natural Right is secured by regular and gentle means. But in the 
case of Usurpation, a sovereign is no other than tho head of a faction, forced upon the whole. Tho 
tfaction alone which made him are his people. The unnatural means of Lis accession give him hut a 
very remote prospect of the people's ali'ectiona, and therefore must drive him into irregular arts, to 
secure by Violence, what be has got hj Injusticu. And (as all the world must observe, in the present 
state of these unhappy nations) a factious hanJfull of men governs the whole faculties of the sovcr- 
aignity both iu Cabinet and Parliament, without the least regard to the body of the nation. 

'' For these reasons, my Dr. frieud, I have laid asyde all thoughts of pardon in this world, and 
that I may not by my silence at this time seem to ackuowledge the charge laid against me and my 
&iends of being engaged in an unnatural) Rebulliou (as some cull it) with a design against the Protest- 
ant religion, I have here sent you the Inclosed,* containing the .motives which governed me in this 
afiiur, earacetly begging, aa the lust favour, you will publish it with your convenioncy. A man who ia 
going to make his accouut to God, ought to be aOowed to make his Vindication to man. 

" Neither my ports, nor my education, can qualify me to say anything of this nature which can 
be of use to persuade others— and too many men of this age have bo far plunged themselves into im- 
pious pride and luxury, that they have bid defiance to conviction. But I hope the words of a dying 
man will vindicate my own sincerity, which is all 1 intend by it, and will obtain the charitable opinion 
of good men, that they who have lost, and ventured their lives, in asserting the Rights of their own 
Lawful Innocent Prince, and their Injured Constitution, liave been engaged in an Honourable Cause, 
and not in an Unnatural Rebellion. 

" I recommend you, My Dear friend, and all my Countrymen, to the protection of that Great 
God, whose Justice will roach tho obatinato, and whose Mercy accepts the Penitent." — Bamt Paperi. 

The Carlopa property seeraa to have been saved from forfeiture, or restored. 

Captain Alexander Burnet, of Corlops, died in July 1743, and his brother 'William, Lieutenant 
in Pulteney's regiment ol foot, was served heir to him.

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Carlops was purchawd by the Bumeta from Menziea of 'Waein in the 17lli cantury, and sold by 
them to John Porbes, Advocate, and now forma part of the estate of Newhali. 

In 1657, the rental of the part in Peeblesshire was valued at JEIGO acots, or £13, 6a. 8d. Bterting. 
In 1863 it was valued at £951, 10b. (This was probably the whole eatate, part being in the County 
of Edinburgh.) In 1783 it was sold, along with the eatate of Newhali, for £14,000, of which Cailopi 
■wta valued at less than half.
